The festival of Tabernacles, with its rural atmosphere and its 
air of domestic calm and happiness, follows the storm and the fret 
of the Penitential Days, and the soothing sequence is to-day more 
than ordinarily timely, For, in spheres far wider than the 
limited one of Jewry, there is need for the “spreading of the 
Tabernacle of Peace.’ The international sphere and the industria] 
sphere stand more urgently than ever in need of its grateful shelter. 
and every good Jew will fervently pray that within this larger 
Tabernacle—a tabernacle erected, as it were, for all peoples— 
civic and racial animosities may be assuaged. Nor is the festival 
of Succoth without its lesson on the torturing problem of ways 
and means. It is one of the significant, as well as the pleasant, 
features of the celebration that the rigidity of class distinction 
is relaxed in the Tabernacle, The sentiment of common humanity 
und brotherhood mingles its fragrance with that of the fruit and the 
flowers. Has not the great tradition its lesson in the present dav ‘ 
Surely 1¢ carries to our distracted world an arresting message on the 
way to ease its sore conflict—a message which can be summed up 
as the humanising of the relations between man and man. Indeed, 
the very song of the pilgrims, on their way to the celebration ‘in 
Jerusalem, harmonised the mutual interests of men. “ When 
thou-eatest the labour of thy hands, happy shalt thou be and it shal! 
be well with thee.” The employer here, in true Jewish fashion, is 

) shown the dignity of Labour; the employed is made to understand 
: that there is something in his work beyond the mere monetary 
recompense—the satisfaction and happiness of “something accom- 
plished, something done.’ [ft were well if broad considerations such 
as these could be more and more impressed upon Jew and Gentile 
alike. They seem to give meaning and substance to a well-worn 
phrase—" The Mission of Israel.’ 


Sir Stuart Samuel’s Mission. 

SIR STUART SAMUEL, as Our news columns show, has made a 
characteristically modest entry into Warsaw. There was no recep- 
tion on his arrival, and Sir Stuart first made his presence known 
by sending his card to the Rabbi from the back seat in the Great 
Synagogue, which he meckly secured. This has not prevented the 
local anti-Semitic Press from greeting his adyent with a shower 
of foolish and even wicked insinuations, including the grotesque 
one of pro-Germanism. Fortunately, the Polish authorities 
Weve takeh a wiser view of the matter; and we are sincerely 
glad to see that not only are they not impeding Sir STUART's 
investigations, but that they are actually welcoming them as a 
means of elucidating the facts and clearing up the situation. On 
his way to Poland, Sir STUART had interviews in Paris with M, 
Dwovskti, the anti-Jewish leader, and with M. PADEREWSKI, the 
Polish Premier. The former professed himself interested ; the latter 
went further and dissociated himself from the movement to force 
the Lithuanian Jews out of Poland. Better still, the Polish Govern. 
ment, which organised a reception in honour of Sir STUART, 


“Yseued H™Etatenient informing the people that Great“Britvim bad 


given an assurance that Sir STUART'S mission was intended to serve 
the interests of the Polish State, and that England was willing to 
help that country provided that all its citizens were fairly treated. 
All this was certainly conceived in the right spirit. The loeal Jew- 
baiting newspapers grossly mislead their readers when they 
suggest that Sir STUART is a representative of Jewish finance and 
nationalism. He represents the British Government, which is 
anxious to discover the truth about recent deplorable events, and find 
a means of mollifying differences which are a source of embarrass- 
ment alike to Poland and the Powers. In the interests not only of 
the Jews but of Poland itself, for which, as Sir STUART says, we have 
only the best of hopes, we profoundly trust that his mission wil 
achieve its object. 


The Test of Sincerity. 

THE plain speaking of the Emir FAISAL, in the interview which 
he accorded the JEWISH CHRONICLE last week, no doubt impressed 
our readers with a sense of the difficulties of the position. But 
these difficulties were not new, and it does no harm— indeed, it is 
all to the good—to have them presented in the clear and forcible 
manner of this Arab Prince. Zionists know from thisinterview just how 
great are the obstructions in their path from this direction, and they wil! 
be able to order their plans accordingly. Let us say at once, however, 
that we see nothing to feel depressed about in the Emtr’s declarations 
We have in his pronouncement what may be called the extreme pre- 
tensions of the Arab Kingdom; and the EMIk is only following the 
example of all the Nationalist claimants to-day (except perhaps the 
Zionists) when he puts forth the best that he wants or could hope 
for as the minimum of what he ought to-receive. Such demands 
have to pass the Peace Conference, who will no doubt adjust them 
in accordance with the larger necessities of expediency and justice, 
Palestine is not the only country where such trouble has 
arisen. Similar difficulties bave beset one settlement after 
another, and have been, or will be. settled in due course. After 
all, no sensible Jewish Nationalist could have expected the realisa- 
tion of his dream without same rough jostling by other factors and 
elements. In this complex every-day world of ours, the magic wand 
has no part to play. The very measure of the aspiration, indeed, is 
the measure of the difficulties which he in its path, and Jewish 
nation-builders, instead of quailing before them and abandoning the 
quest, should buckle to and grapple with them. It is the acid-test 
of their sincerity and their power. 


The Emir’s Opportunity. 

M#ANWHILE, we cannot forget that if Zionism is to-day a 
question of practical politics, it is because the British Government 
have made it so. It cannot for amoment be supposed that when they 
launched their famous Declaration they were unacquainted with 
the salient points of the position. They must have fully realised 


that the Jews in Palestine were only a minority, and that there were. 


six hundred thousand Arabs in that land. They must, therefore, as 
sane and practical statesmen, have conceived some plan for 
squaring Arab pretensions with Jewish claims, and we are 
justified in expecting that they will carry out the policy which they 
proclaimed to the world. The question is, to some extent, one of 
hammering out a formula that will be fair to Jew and Arab, and— 
let us never overlook this point, though the Emir FAIsaL seems to 
have forgotten it—just to the interests of Great Britain, which spent 
money and treasure in dislodging the Turk. In this task, there is 
no reuson lo suppose that British and Allied statesmanship will faa), 
The whole business of diplomacy, indeed the whole business of 
government, of industrial struggle, and we might almost say of 
our daily existence; is the evolving of satisfactory formule to 
reconcile the apparently irreconcilable. Without a_ con- 
siderable measure of success in this difficult art, life would 
be impossible, and we do not think that the skill of governments 
will be found lacking upon the present occasion. At the same 
time, the EmM1r FAISAL may be respectfully reminded that his claims 
take no account of wider considerations, and particularly of the 
Jewish problem. That problem remains, and cannot be 
left withont some effort being made to solve it. Nor does 
the Emir seem to have grasped the possibilities when he speaks 
of a thousand or fifteen bundred per annum as the limit of 
immigration into Palestine. That estimate makes poor allowance 
for Jewish ability, andthe spirit which inspires itis in direct conflict 
with that which animates the robust leadership of Dr. Norpau and 
other Zionists, as the five points in the great orator’s message to 
American Jews (printed in another column) make clear. The Emir, 
however, has a reputation for wisdom as well as patriotism, and we 
cling confidently to the belief that in-the actual working out by the 
Government of the Palestinian Scheme, he will be brought into 
relations of cordial co-operation and brotherhood with his Jewish 
friends and neighbours. Only upon such lines could there be hope 
for the two kindred peoples, and indeed they give to the Emir the 
best possible opportunity for showing that his reputation in states- 
manship, to which we have alluded, has not been misplaced. 


Work for the Demobilised. 
Tue letter from Mr. M, STEPHANY, Secretary of the Suscley ment 
Cofimittee of the Jewish Welfare Council, which we published last 
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week, deserves a hearty response. The object of the letter was to 
call attention to the excellent work of the Committee in finding 
employment for demobilised Jewish soldiers, and it is a pleasure to 
see that substantial good has been done by that body. One of the 
least pleasant aspects of the Peace is the presence among us of con- 
siderable numbers of unemployed discharged service men, It is not 
creditable to the nation, and no-one who has it in his power to 
mitigate the trouble should hesitate for a moment to do so, The 
Committee has been very successful in finding places for Jewish 
ex-army men, and Jewish employers will, we are sure, desite to 
render it all possible help in continuing and extending its efforts. 
This is certainly the least they can do for those who, by their service 
with the colours, contributed so signally to the vindication of the 
British Jewish name and British Jewish citizenship. We may add 
that Mr. STEPHANY'S address is at 167, Strand, W.C. 2, and that 
that gentleman will be glad to hear from both employers and men 
there. 


St. John’s Woed Synagogue. 

THE sincere sympathy which is everywhere felt with the St 
John's Wood Congregation in the misfortune that has befallen its 
synagogue will be tempered with congratulations on the energetic 
‘and very successful manner in which those responsible for its 
miministration have surmounted their immediate difficulties. The 
proprietors of the Picture Tlieatre, too, who came se promptly to their 
help, deserve, and will receive, cordial recognition, for the excellent 
spirit which they have displayed. The synagogue authorites have now 
obtained further accomodation for the time being, but the problem 
of providing & permanent place of worship has still to be faced: 
There seems little doubt that the best plan would be to erect a new 
synagogue on a new site. The cost, however, will be very large, and 
it is a question what the Congregation ought to be called upon to 
defray of the amount. Strictly interpreted, the practice of the United 
Synagogue is to contribute balf as a loan, the remaining half being 
left to the Congregation to provide. But this arrangement has 
hitherto been applied only in the case of new buildings, and for the 
most part new congregations, and its admissibility in the case of the 
repairing or replacing of aformerconstituent has never,so faras we are 
aware, been raised. After all, the United Synagogue has been receiving 
dues, including a building rate, from the Congregation. It has been the 
owner of the the Congregation permitted to 
worship there by reason of these dues. Itisat all events, therefore, 
open to whether, the Synagogue having now to be 
repaired, or replaced, the tenant should be called upon to provide 
half the The Council of the United Synagogue will no doubt 
cousider whether a more. elastic construction of the half-and-half 
rule cannot be applied in the present instance.

A New Convalescent Home. 

THRE vigorous Jewish Fnendly Societies are embarking upon a 
new movement—the establishment of a Convalescent Home for 
their members, They will have the cordial good wishes of the 
whole Commanity in this fresh undertaking, so emmently in 
line with all their previous and present good work. A home 
such as that now contemplated could not be said to compete with 
any existing institution, for not only is the accommodation now 
provided for Jewish convalescents inadequate, but admission to the 


new home will be a right that has been paid for instead 
of an acceptance of charity. It is this latter consideration 
that weighs most with the self-reliant Jewish Friendly 


Societies, and the sentiment is one which can only be heartily 
applauded. At the same time, the new institution, by offering 
opportunities for sick members to recover their full health and 
relieving them from the menace of the recurrence of illness, will 
not only save much suffering, but spare the-Society’s funds. A sum 
of £5,000 is required to establish the institution, and a good start 
was made with the collection at last Sunday's meeting of the 
Association of Friendly Societies. There can be no question that 
the members will raise the money, and thereafter maintain the 
Home by the weekly subscription. The Jews of the East End have 
shown by their staunch support of the Jewish Hospital idea that 
they know not only how to launch these humane schemes, but how 
to carry them to success.

TO OUR PREACHERS. 


By Mentor. 


Y DEAR PREACHERS, 

The last few days and particularly the great day which 
was celebrated on Saturday last, are for you each year the 
field days of your pulpits. Your Synagogues, which Sabbath 

by Sabbath and New Moon by New Moon, present a beggarly array of 
empty benches, this year like every year have been crowded to overflow- 
ing during the Holy Days. The vast congregations. which have greeted 
your words of homily, of exhortation, of chiding or of encouragement have 
moved you to supreme effort more surely than even the thoughts 
which the days we haye been celebrating, has aroused within 
you. You have called your congregants to repentance, urged 
them to return from the ways of the world to what you have styled 
the ways of God. You have laid before them, in varying tones of 
persuasive eloquence, the lessons of the great days of the Jewish 
calendar. From end to end of Anglo-Jewry (and the Jewries of all the 
world have been replicas, modified only by the circumstances in which 
they are placed) the message has rung high and loud, bidding the erring 
among your flock to turn to the paths of which you are the keepers, and 
to take the road to which it is your duty to direct them. And the 
burden of the message, the main theme of discourse after discourse, 
has been the same: It has posed the problem of religious indifference. 
It has drawn the contrast of the overcrowded synagogues on New Year and 
Atonement with the gaping vacancy. which our places of worship present 
on every other occasion of divine service during the year. Bitter and 
piteous has been the picture that has been drawn of dwindling congrega- 
tions and loosening bonds, of the days that have been when set against the 
days thatare. And the message has breathed the comfort to which despair 
always flies by envisaging the future and of dreaming and hoping about that 
which is to come. It occurs to me that you, dear Preachers, must be a 
trifle tired of preaching, that yon must be weary of standing in your 
pulpits and of calling back the wandering sheep to the shepherd's crook 
which they have eluded, and that it will be not} much more tiresome for 
you, for once in the while, to be preached to, instead of preaching. Sol 
venture to ask where your responsibility lies for the backsliding of your 
people, for the straying of the sheep committed to your charge, for the 
empty benches of the year_rounti despite the overcrowded synagogues on 
the Holy Days, and whether you must not share some of the blame and 
some of the shame ppon which you have so eloquently discoursed from 
the pulpit to your congregations. 


The Way of Amendment. | 

For I apprehend that no preacher among you is, in his own 
estimation, so entirely a just man made perfect as to imagine that the 
state of aifairs you have, during these last few days, been so energetically 
deploring is no fault of those whose raison d’étre is to prevent, or at least 
to minimise the very lapses abont which you have been so profoundly 
grieving. It cannot altogether be that an inborn “cussedness” ani- 
mates the congregants, inrepellmg them .to despise the synagogue 
and neglect the calls of the faith which the synagogue is designed to 
uphold. Search your own hearts, my dear Preachers, and see if 
you are quite innocent of having contributed to the state of 
affairs over which you have expended your cuontemning periods. Ask 
yourselves whether no blame is to be. placed at your 
because of the erring of your flock. You are one and all sincerely 
anxious that the year that has just opened shall not close on the same 
note of religious decay, that this time next year your lips shall not be 
awearied by delivering precisely the same message with identically the 
same purpose. As New Year and Atonement come, and with them to the 


synagogue the congregants who ‘have negiccted it throughout the inter. 


vening months, you will be surely happy if you can view the abnormally 
swollen congregations without realising that the contrast they pre- 
sent marks the continued decadence manifest everywhere much more 
patently than they yield any proof of the abiding loyalty of our people 
to things Jewish, and thus a testimony to your spiritual charge. You 
will be thankful,.I believe, for some indication of a way of betterment. 
You will be gratified to find that the way to amendment can be made a 
little shorter and the road a little easier, if the preacher will but do his 
part in practising what he is so constantly urging on Others to perform. 


The Rich and the Poor. 


Now, my dear Preachers, are you in no sense to blame for the growing 
disregard by Jews of the Synagogue? Doesno sort of fault attach to you in 
the ignoring oi the claims of Judaism on the part of Jewish congregations ? 
Are there no preachers who, with fire and Zeal and enthusiasm, have 
been preaching the great message during the Holy Days and 
yet need, even more than their congregants, a great message preached to 
zynem? Are there no preachers who think it well of set purpose to close 
their eyes to wrong and sin, to blacksliding, to the despising and contemning 
of Judaism which they know is rampant, close their eyes, because it is so 
much more comfortable that they see not? Are there no preachers who 
know of the wealthy and the powcrful among their congregants who profane 
the Sabbath, live lives of selfish indulgence, eat forbidden food, brazenly 
disregarding, in all essentials, Jewish Law, and yet are dumb, because the 
offender is rich and influential? Are there no preachers among you 
who are content to accept the hospitality of men living shamefully, 
heaping up riches drawn from the blood of the poor, amassing profits out 
of the misfortunes or the weaknesses of their fellow-beings? Do 
none of you smirk and smile and prophesy smooth sayings 
to these men, their wives, and their children, placing your 


services at their first disposal, bowing and “ kow-towing ” to them because 
they are important members of your congregation ; which means that 
they pay for seats that are priced high, afd that you thus feel yourselves 
beholden (o them because their contributions-eount when your salary is 


doors, |

- w bat it is a question of your livelihood, 


decided? Do none of you preachers turn your backs upon and greet with 
cold disdain the poor among your people, those who contribate little to low: 
priced seats, whose houses are moderately rented, although their lives 
may be admirable, though they may be as Jews trne, consistent, and loyal 
to the faith which it is your business to encourage in whomsoever you find 
it? Do you pay regard to a wealthy man because he is a religious man, 
or does his Judaism appeal! not at all to you, and count for nothing in your 
eyes, when set against the figure which you conceive to be the balance in 
his banker’s pass book ? 

Let me tell you, dear Preachers, what your congregants almost 
universally say of you, although it may be that they are too. proud to say 
it fo you. In congregation after congregation the same word is spoken— 
“Our Minister looks only to one thing, the position of the congregant. 
That assured and he has no word to say, whatever may be the deviation 
from the path of Judaism, whatever may be the straying from the ambit 
Of the law. For the rest the best the Minister will do is graciously to 
tolerate, or ostentatiously to patronise the less well-placed materially m 
his synagogue.” I need pursue this point no further. It is not possible 
that this complaint of your congregants has not reaghed you, or that you 
do not perceive its dire results. 


Public Wrongs. 

And leaving individuals or individual congregations, let me call to your 
mind what has come of this sort of shepherding so far as concerns the Com- 
munity asa whole. How few among you preachers have ventured to direct 
your voices against the tendencies to assimilation that are eating like a 
canker into-Anglo-Jewry, which, indeed, have bitten so deep that many look 
upon the Community with something akin to despair—Il mean directed 
your voices $0 as to make your congregations understand and appreciate 
what those tendencies are and in whonrthey are embodied? How few of 
you preachers have raised your voices against the great religious 
disruption that is working in our midst, against the great “disrupters” who 
are wreaking evil by luring fellow-Jews away from the old paths into 
some new-fangled antics of a psendo-Anglicanism embellished with a thin 
and warped veneer of Judaism? Why have so many of you preachers been 
dumb? I teli-you it is because those who are in the main responsible are 
men of wealth and position; and wealth and position with you amply 
cover any multitude of sins. There have been other public wrongs, during 
these last few years done by men of wealth and position in our Com.- 
munity. Some of such men, for instance, gave their patronage as represen. 
tative Jews to an apostate Jew, a paid perverter, the head of an organisa- 
tion designed to snatch Jewish souls, and to purloin of Jews their mnos, 
How many of you preachers raised your voice in pro- 
test? How many protested when some of your brethren played the foul part 
of falsely accusing their own people —the “foreign” poor ones —of disloyalty 
to the State, of conniving at revolution, of counselling terrorism, and of 
abetting bloodsbed and torture? How many of you denounced these men 
for this defamation of the Name by playing into the hands and doing the 
bidding of the anti-Semites? You did not, because they were titled people— 
people of wealth, people of power, people of influence, things which with 
you cover and condone the ghastliest of disloyalty to the spirit and the 
teachings and the obligations of Judaism. Had it been poorer people who 
had thus sinned against the community, your pulpits would have rang 
with eloquent denunciation. You would not for a moment have 
hesitated to throw them to the wolves of hatred and contemyt, as 
you did the Russian Jews, when they did not join up to go to battle for 
this country, to do the duty which the country claimed of them. You 
did not hold back from doing your duty then, you did not mind then 
denouneing a wrong done to the community. No! Because these were 
poor brethren, as poor as ‘‘the Ten” in the aggregate are wealthy. 

And the lesson is obvious. A_ people less intelligent, less able to see 
the exact truth of things than are Jews, would remain uninfluenced by 
preachers who thus compromised with their conscience and 
Ministers of God themselves, thus do worship to the Golden Calf. 

There is no wonder that, when you preachers turn your heads away 
from the House of God and your face to the House of Rimmon, you, 
congregants refuse to hearken to your preachihg and abstain from the 
jnfluence of your pulpits. You have big congregations on New Year 
and Day of Atonement. That is true; but it is despite the con. 
ditions that exist between you and your community. The influence 
of the New Year and the Day of Atonement, great as it has ever been, 
js still considerable. The decay «does not yet show in them. Tho 
people flock to the synagogues, not for your teaching but for everything 
else that remains to them of the Holy Days, and not least the mystie 
power which they still exercise. Do you really think my diagnosis 
wrong? Do you think that Il am undaly exaggerating the effect which te 
so large an extent Jewish ministration has had upon Jewish congregations 
here in England (and not in England only) during the last few generations? 
Then turn to the few preachers among you who are earnest and zealous 
and sincere, who are high-minded and independent, who would spurn te 


whos 


minister in a synagogue wardened by a man whose life as a Jew is 


a living lie, who would not hesitate because of the power and the wealth 
and the material importance of any sinner in Israel to denounce him 
jf duty to Judaism so demanded—who would not hesitate to tell 
Nebuchadnezzar that he is Hut fit to eat grass with the oxen—ask of that 
preacher, whether his congregants leave him, from year to year, a piteous 
figure in a wilderness of empty benches and heap coals of fire upon his head 
by once in twelve months providing him with the eontrast upon which you 
all have been so energetically discoursing these last few days. The minister 
who is true to his congregation, who is true to his mission, who is true to 
Judaism—t® that minister his congregation are true, are devoted, and are 
loyal.. With that minister they remain true, and devoted, and loyal to 
the callings of our faith, and in the synagogue in which they worship 
they proclaim by their presence—week in and week out from year to 
year—the devotion and the loyalty of their spiritual guide. 
God and Mammon. 

My Preachers! I know what the answer to all this is that wells upin 
your hearts and which you.would fain put into words. You will. reply 
a problem of your stale bsead and 
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margarine. You can point to the few instances where preachers among 
you have cleaved to their conscience, and have refused to bow their knee 
to the Baal of conventional lies and convenient compromise, as awfal 
examples. You can easily denominate those who have ventured tocall a 
Spade a spade—in the me taphorical and not the actual sense, in grim 
reality and not in card play—and catalogue some of your number who 
have suffered the doom of the outcast, and many more who have 
“done no good,” as the phrase goes, because they had “no tact,” 
as the immoral verdict upon them runs. The men among you 
who have held your peace even when one was ‘set as warnien 
over the synagogue of which they ‘were ministers, though 
he was a notorious usurer or a reckless gambler, a desecrator of the 
Sabbath, a guzzler of forbidden food, an oppressor of the poor, as 
bumptious as he was self-assertive, a snob as ignorant as he was pushfual— 
and such creatures do manage to creep into the wardens’ box-—the 
preachers among you who have swallowed this dire insult to Judaism 
and have connived at it have “ got on.” I know; and I know too the fate 
of those hapless ones who have not put a bridle on their tongues when 
Truth would assert itself. It is a matter ‘of your livelihood—of that of 
the woman dependent upon you and her children, the woman and children 
whom you love and cherish. Your mission as preachers calls you one 
way, your profession as preachers telivers to you an echoing command: 
Twixt love and duty—love for your own and duty to the ‘great ideal of 
your calling, lovefor your*talling and duty to your own, you are soul. 
torn and your spirit is for ever being dragged and drawn. You are 
happy if your soul and spirit be not utterly rent and torn to tatters. It is 
the old old story: You cannot serve God and Mammon. I know. 

You cannot, try how you will, desire how you will. connive how you 
will. The problem of doing so is insoluble. God and Mammon are 
opposites, they are irreconcilable, and the preacher devoting his life to the 
service of God, who seeks, teo, to serve Mammon cuts no more enviable 
figure than the babbling idiot who, asked the time of day, answered 
“Regent's Park!” No one thinks that you preachers are super-men, 
or blames you for not possessing some miraculous power that can justify 
the directly antithetical or merge oil with water. That is not the com- 
plaint against you. The complaint is that you try to reconcile the 
irreconcilable and present sich a hopeless failure of the essay, and that 
asa result the Minister who should lead is led in the chains of Mammon, 
caged behind the golden bars as prisoner. in the eternal war which 
Mammon wages against God—wages it again and again in every age, 
though defeat is ever the foregone conclusion of the contest, 


The Way Out. 


Pray do not mistakc my meaning. When I speak of Mammon,” 
I of course do not mean to include in that expression all who are not poor 
and all who are rich. There are many men among us possessed of 
wealth, who are loyaland true Jews, whose lives are a worthy example 
to all and who merit honour from us all. But that is because they are 
trne and loyal Jews. not because they are rich and powerful and influen.

mination. You fail because there is always hovering over you 
and privation for you - and 
yours, if you elect to do the will of the Almighty Power that is in 
Heaven, and dare refuse to do the will of the mortal power that is on 
earth. And the blame attaching to you preachers is this: you have not 
shown such confidence in yourselves and such confidence in your calling, 
as to release yourselves and it from the bondage of wealth, to make those 
who enter the pulpit independent of man and answerable only to God. 

My dear Preachers! You almost invariably fix a text at the beginning 
of your sermons and build your message upon it. The merest 
tyro among you could find many a text upon which these words 
which are as heartfelt as they are candid, as sincere as I hope they 
are unambiguous, could be based. Butlet me please reverse the order, and 
place, as a sort of coping to the edifice of the message here built up, some 
words which I used in a previous contribution a week or two ago. 
“Gop, His LAW, AND ISRARL His PEOPLE—let that be your unswerv- 
ing motto; from that turn neither to the left nor to the right, and, 
believe me, much of your rough road will soon become. smooth. You will 
have a clear course for a clear conscience, a clear way for a clear life, and 
under that sign you will not have “long to bewail empty synagogues and 
absent worshippers. Under that sign your congregations will flourish and 
prosper,—flourish and prosper spiritually, which alone is your business- 
Gain that, and the material prosperity and flourishing will, believe me, 
take care of themselves!

THE PRINCE OF WALES AT WINNIPEG 


ADDRESS FROM THE JEWISH COMMUNITY. 
WINNIPES (F.O.C.) 


The Jewish. Community was among the bodies that presented 
addresses of welcome to the Prince of Wales on the occasion of his visit 
to Winnipeg. The address, which was beautifully illuminated ‘on parch- 
ment backed with blue. silkk,.was handed to His Royal Highness by the 
Rev. H. J. Samnel, B-A., supported by the other signatories. An interest- 
ing, though accidental, feature of the address is the fact that the five 
signatories are natives of five different countrics, though all are good 
Canadian citizens. The following is the text of the address: 

May it Please Your Royal Highness: 

We, Jewish citizens of Winnipeg, humbly and respectfally approach Your 
Royal Highness with the expression of our loyal welcome on the oocasion of 
Your Royal Ilighness’s visit to Winmpeg, and to tender our most devoted and 
dutifal homage, with the sincere hope that you may derive much pleasure and 
satisfaction from your vistt. 

We praise God that He has sustained Your Royal Highness with unimpaired 
vigour throughout all the arduous and anxious labours and exposure to terrible 
risks which Your Royal Highness shared te the fall with the humblest of His 
Majesty the King’s invineible forces: 

The energy with which Your Royal Highness is tarning tothe arts of peace 
and the genial encouragement and quick sympathy which you are manifesting 
towards the affairs and welfare of all the subjects of this glorious Empire are 
bringing joy to the hearts of all citizens, and animate us all to the performance 
of the obligations of the future with happy confidence. 

{t affords us the greatest possible gratification that the land which has been 
the object of our unceasing yearning is to become part of the British domaine.

Sir Stuart Samuel and Capt. Wright took a keen interest in the reports 
concerning the Lodz pogrom, and conversed with the representatives of 
the Ministry on the matter. 


A BOARD OF DEPUTIES FOR POLAND. 

Great. interest is displayed here in the composition and functions of! 
the Deputies of British Jews. Even during hisstayin Poland SirStuart signs 
decuments and deals with matters connected with the Deputies. I under- 
stand that he is advising the Polish Jewish leaders to establish here a 
Board of Deputies. 


THE ATTACKS IN THE PRESS. 

The attacks in the Polish Press on Sir Stuart Samuel continue, 
Capt. Wright declared that it appeared to him and other Bnglishmen pers 
fectly natural that a Jew should head the mission, but the Polish organs 
prefer to_re-print the opinion of the New Witness on the matter. They 
made it difficult for Sir Stuart to secure rooms in an hotel, and it required the 
intervention of the British Ambassador to obtain accommodation for him 
The Press ridicules his pride in the fact that there is no intermarriage in 
his family, and advocates a Jewish mass emigration from Poland. The 
anti-Semitic organs also inquire why England and America, after taking 
care to investigate the anti-Semitic excesses here, decline to admit 
Jewish immigrants. Sir Stuart has decided to ignore the attacks made 
on him in the Press. 

AT THE SYNAGOGUES ON ROSH HASHANA, 

Sir Stuart Samuel was a popular figure at the Great Synagogue on 
Rosh Hashana. He made liberal offerings when he was called to the 
reauling of the Law. He also visited the synagogue in Gnoino Street, 
where he also * shnodered.” 

SIR STUART AND THE UKRAINE, 


Sir Stuart Samuel received a deputation of the Ukraine Jews and dis» 
played great interest in their reports. 


A TRAGEDY. 
Sir Stuart has had @ most serious task to perform in the exami- 
nation of the corpse of the Jewish student, Mr. Isaac Brzoza, whe, as is 
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now established, was stabbed to death at the office of the gendarmes. He 
was arrested in the street on suspicion of being a communist, although he 
belonged to no party and took no part in politics. His residence was 
searched. His friend, Mr. Reichert, was also examined and arrested, but 
as nothing suspicious was found, he was released. In the meantime, the 
gendarmes confessed that Mr. Brzoza had died from wounds. At first 
they asserted that he committed suicide, but an examination of the body 
disproved their contention. Sir Stuart Samuel, the Jewish deputies, and 
the Public Prosecutor participated in the examination, and took a very 
serious view of the outrage committed by the gendarmes. The tragedy 
created a great sensation in Warsaw, and has engaged the attentiow of 
the Ministry of War. 


ANOTHER ATTACK 


AT LODZ. 
Warsaw [F.0.C.] 

A number of policemen entered a Synagogue at Lodz, where a hundred 
Jews were gathered about midnight for Selichoth, and began to beat them 
all most cruelly. In the course of the affray a few Jews were wounded. On 
learning of the attack, Deputy Rosenblatt, accompanied by superior 
officers and a number of policemen, proceeded to the synagogue to investi- 
gate the occurrence, but the perpetrators of the outrage had disappeared. 


POGROM AT IHUMEN. 
Warsaw [F.0.0.) 

A pogrom took place at [humen after the entry of the Poles into the 

town. Mr. Ratzkevitch, the Polish Chief of Minsk, went to lhumen to 


examine the situation. 


RIOTING AT WOLBROM. 


Warsaw [F.0.C,] 

The townlet of Wolbrom (near Kielce) was the scene of anti-Jewish 
rioting. Soldiers and hooligans attacked the houses of Jews, broke the 
windows, fired in the air, plundered goods, and wounded a few Jews. 
The hooligans threaten to renew the pogrom in the near future. 


POLISH COMMANDANT TERRORISES JEWESSES. 
WARSAW [F.O.C. 

The Polish Commandant of Pohost (near Minsk) overstepped the limit 
in his terrorisation of the Jewish population, and in consequence he Jost 
his post. One day he took a” particular liking” to a Jewish girl, who, 
however, escaped to Slutzk in order to save her honour. He immediately 
ordered all Jewesses at Slutzk to appear before him, but they disobeyed 
the order. The Commandant fined the Jewish Community 45,000 roubles, 
but influential Jews placed all the facts before superior officers; who 
immediately dismissed the Commandant. 


JEWS THROWN FROM TRAIN. 
WarsAW [F.O.C.) 
Polish soldiers attacked the Jewish passengers ina train near Seradz, 
and threw out a number of them when the train was running at full speed. 
Many of the passengers were séverely injured. It is reported that four of 
the Jews thus brutally treated died from their injuries. 


ATTACK ON JEWISH SCOUTS AT VILNA. 
Warsaw [F.O.C.} 
A gang of soldiers and hooligans attacked a party of a hundred and 
ten Jewish boy and girl scouts at Vilna. Their flags were seized, and

CLAIMS BY LEMBERG JEWISH MERCHANTS. 
Warsaw [F.O.C.) 

A deputation of Jewish merchants visited Mr. Morgenthau during his 
stay in Lemberg, and submitted to him a series of demands. 
claimed damages for the pogrom sufferers, and urged the abolition of the 
anti-Semitic restrictions in connection with the issue of passports for 
travelling from one place to another. They also condemned the boycott, 
and asked for measures to ensure its cessation. In addition, they recom- 
mended that the State should support Jewish traders in the same manner 
that non-Jews obtain help from the Government. 


CANCELLATION OF MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS. 

Last mouth the Polish authorities ordered elections for the Town 
Council of Slonim. Three lists were drawn up, two by the Christian 
inhabitants and one (a general one) by the Jews. The population of 
Slonim consists of 85 per cent. of Jews, the remainder being Poles, Russians, 
and Tartars. In accordance with this proportion, the Jews received 22 of 
the 24 mandates. The Government, however, annulled the clection. and 
ordered new clections to take place on the 3istof August. The unan.m.ty 
of the Jews has, however, broken down, as four Jewish lists of candidates 
were put forward for the new elections, the result of which is not yet 
known. 


A SYNAGOGUE STRIKE. 
Warsaw [F.0.C.} 

The members of the choir of the Great Synagogue at Warsaw (of 
which the famous Sirota. is Chief Chazan) struck for improved economic 
conditions, - The authorities of the, synagogue for some time refused_to 
entertain their demands, and preferred to dispense with the choir rather 
than yield to their terms. Mr. Sirota, however, declined to officiate with. 
out a choir, and finally, in view of the High Festivals, a temporary settle- 
ment was arranged. 


ORGANISATION OF HUNGARIAN JEWS. 

ZuRIcH [F.O0.C,} 
The Jewish. Leaders in Hungary have established an Organisation of 

Hungarian Jews to. resist the pogrom movement. The Organisation is 

endeavouring to enlist the sympathy of the Allied Missions in Budapest 

and to secure their protection against pogroms. 


JEWISH. LOAN AND SAVINGS-BANKS IN POLAND. 


A largely attended conference, undey the chairmanship of Deputy 


Farbstein, met reeently at the Mizrachi Assembly Rooms in 
Warsaw. A considerable number of delegates from loan and savings- 
banks in Warsaw and the _provinces were present. Mr. Farbstein 
reported on the.question of loan. and savings-banks, which are to be the 
most important factors in the economic life of the Jews in Poland. The 
following resolutions were adopted: (1) to arrange an official inquiry and 
to collect material concerning these banks; (2) to prepare a memorandum 


- concerning their situation now and before the war; (3) to found a central 


bank for all Jewish loan and savings-banks ; (4) in the meantime to apply 
to the Jewish Golonisation Association and other foreign institutions for a 
temporary credit for those banks which need ib. 

By permission of the authorities, a Jewish loan and savings-bank has 
been established in Warsaw. It is granting loans up to 2,000 marks. 


JEWISH CO-OPERATIVE MOVEMENT IN POLAND, 


The statutes of the trading society, “ Central Co-operative Society of 
Jewish Merchants,” haye been submifted to the Polish Government for 
About two hundred merchants in Warsaw and other Polish 
towns are founders of this commercial institution. Several Jewish mer- 
chaats in Cracow and Lemberg have expressed their desire to join. The 
Society intends to-_purchase large quantities of goods directly from the 
producers and to distribute them in various districts. For that purpase 
district-stores will be opened. The numinal value of the shares is 1,000 
marks each. 

, At a Zionist Conference held last month at Warsaw, the question was 
raised of founding a Central Institution for all Jewish Co-operative 
Societies in Poland. A separate conference of thirty delegates passed a 
resolution in favour of this proposal. 


The Expulsion of Jews from Vienna. 
VIENNA [F.O.C.} 

. On the 10th September, the very day that the Austrian Government 
signed the Peace Treaty at St. Germain, that same Government (as you 
may already have been informed) issued in Vienna an order that all 
foreigners who are not subjects of the new Austrian Republic must leave 
by the 20th September. This measure is chiefly directed against the 
Jews from Galicia and Bukovina who fled to Vienna in consequence of 
the several Russian invasions at the outbreak of and during the war, from 
1914 to 1917. When they arrived here, in the great majority of cases 
without money and property, often in a most pitiable condition, their 
possessions at home having been plundered, stolen, or destroyed, the non- 
Jewish population of Vienna met them in anything but a friendly spirit. 
Anti-Semitic feeling was fostered greatly throughout the war and now 
pervades the new Republic. The fugitives received very little help or 
none at all from the Hapsburg Government. They were detained, partly 
in concentration Camps, and were ill-treated. Deprived of assistance, they 
were obliged to seek occupations. It is alleged by the anti-Semites and 
by the Socialist Arbeiter Zeitung, the present Government paper, that they 
have become profiteets and dealers in forbidden traffic (“‘Schleichhande!”) 
and that it is to a great extent their fault if things are so bad in Vienna in 
regard to food-stuffs and prices. This, of course, only refers to a limited 
number of people. The gréat majority live in utter poverty. The sad 
fact is that profiteers and dealers in “ forbidden traffic” are found among all 
classes and circles of society ifi Vienna in an overwhelming number. It 
is the disorganisation and the weakness of the present Government, 


. together with the all-pervading corfuption of the whole population, that

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—— it impossible to stop the evil. Naturally the Jew must again play 
his old part of whipping-boy. | 
There are many Galician Jews here who are terrified by the possi- 
ity of new Polish pogroms. Many also have secured a livelihood in 
ienna, and their return to Galicia may reduce them to . A good 
number have already gone back. Many young Galician Jews are studying 
here at the Lycteums and at the University Colleges: The Jews from 
Bukovina are afraid of anti-Semitic outbursts by the Rumanians, who are 
now governing that former Austrian province. The Government Press 
alleges that the scarcity of food, coal, and housing accommodation, as wellas 
the general economicdepression, necessitates the expulsion of all foreigners. 
But it is ridiculous, and reminiscent of the worst Russian methods, to grant 
only a few days for preparation to leave Vienna. Besides, there are no 
railway carriages available for the return of the fngitives and their 
luggage. Their monies and securities deposited at the banks are with- 
held because of the imminent levy and taxation of capital. However, 
the Polish and Czech Governments have already threatened, in unmis- 
takable language, to take reprisals. Polish circles in Vienna consider the 
whole matter to be an international question. A big Polish meeting of 
protest took place here on September 18th. Itis obvious thatthe Govern- 
ment has taken a rash, inconsiderate step, having given way to the anti- 
Semitic instincts of the man in the street, and endeavoured to silence the 
demands of their chief adversaries, the Christfan Socialists (the anti- 
Semites have gone so far as to threaten pogroms and issue an inflammatory 
pamphlet). The Government is already obliged partially to revoke the 
expulsion order. This step is largely the resuit of the energetic attitude 
of the Jewish Nationalists. Allforeigners who have fixed positions here 
and are necessary for the business life of the capital, persons in bad health, 
and students are not to be expelled. Furthermore, persons who have 
appealed to the Government for permission to stay cannot be expelled so 
long as they have not received areply. Thousands of such appeals have 
been sent in. 
rhe delegation of the Jewish National Council for Eastern Galicia 
have intervened with their respective Legations and other authorities to 
make representations to the Austrian Government that the fugitives from 
Eastern Galicia, where most of the towns are laid in ruins and exist only 
in name, shall be allowed to stay in Austria until the spring of 1920; and 
that measures be taken so as to secure the fugitives against chicanery on the 
part of the authorities. The Legations pronrised to take the necessary steps 
ito this end. On behalf of the Polish Embassy it is stated that owing to 
the difficulties of the railway traffic it is impossible to allow more than 
16,000 Poles to return, and that Poles returning from prisoner of war 
camps will have first consideration. 
’ We shall see whether the measures forecasted will settle the problem 
for the time being. The authorities are planning a registration of all 
houses, business places and apartments, so that the exact number of 
fugitives may be ascertained. Some organs of the police have already 
announced draconic measures against Galician Jews who remain here in 
spite of the expulsion order. Itis to be hoped that the common sense of 
the present rulers, and if not, the intervention of the neighbouring new 
States, will stop all such proceedings as those here dwelt upon. 


A Jew Speaker of Legislative Assembly. 

Mr. Daniel Levy, LL.B., has been clected Speaker of the Legislative 
Assembly. Mr. Levy, as a boy, was dux of the Sydney Grammar School. 
There in 1890 he secured scholarships in classics, mathematics, and 
modern languages. At the University he attracted the attention and 
won the esteem of the whole professorial body. He took the B.A. 
degree in 1893, with first-class honours, and won the gold medal for classics. 
He passed to the University Law School, and there won the Wigram Allen 
scholarship. He took the LL.B. with first class honours in 1895. Later in 
the same year he was called tothe Bar. He was a Judge's Associate in 189s- 
1900. When he wastwenty-seven he was elected to the Legislative Assembly 
for what was then the Fitzroy division of Sydney. Three years later he 
was elected for the newly-created division of Darlinghurst. He has been in 
Parliament ever since. Mr. Levy is interested in all reforms, and for a 
long time concentrated on law reform particularly. He was author of 
the Registration of Firms Act, 1902. He drafteda Bill dealing with work- 
men’s Compensation. 

Mr. Levy's enthusiasm for Shakespeare amounts almost to a passion, 
and for some years he was Hon. Secretary of the New South Wales 
Shakespeare Society.

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MR. S. V. ABRAHAM, 


‘Mr. Samuel Victor Abraham died. last Friday in a London pursing 
home, in his ninety-third year. 

Mr. Abraham, a son of the late Mr. Vietor Abraham, was borrmon July 
llth, 1827, in Lancaster Court, Strand, and thus lived in the reigns of five 
His mother was Miss Rebecca Levy, of Deal, whose 
sister was grandmother of Sir Sidney Lee. Mn Victor Abraham 
was for many years a Warden of the Western Synagogue, formerly in the 
Haysnarket. The active interest in this synagogue was maintained by 
Mr, 5S. V. Abraham, who first took office in 1448, until a few. years: ago. 
Ln later years Mr. Abraham was a member of the Board of Management 
of the New West End Synagdgue. He also served on the Deputies of 
British Jews and on other Jewish bodies. 

In business life Mr. Abraham, like his father before him, was an 
expert in embroidery and decoration, the business having been established 
in Denmark Court, Strand, in tite early part of the cighteenth century. 
The firm ultimately migrated: in the year 1837 to Lisle Street. Leicester 
Square, and had the honour of embroidering the cover for the throne used 
at Queen Victoria's Coronation. Mr. Abraham himself had many speci- 
mens of his work on the Scrolls of the Law and the Ark curtains of many 
Syagagogues in England and the Colonies. The fine curtain hung in front 
of the Ark at the New West End Synagogue on the Day of Atonement was 
his handiwork. Specimens of his work were also on view a@tl® Exhibi- 
tion of 1851. The Graphic in 1875 reproduced a photograph of the gold: 
embroidered curtain.of the Ark used at the opening of the Prince's Road 
Synagogue in Liverpool. 

Mr. Abraham was a prominent figure in Freemasonry. He was 
initiated in the Joppa Lodge about sixty-five years: ago, was one of 
the founders of Montefiore Lodge in the year 1864, served as its 
Worshipful Master three times, the last. occasion, being in 1882, and 
Treasurer for many years, and was entertained’ by the Lodge when he 
celebrated his jubilee in the Craft. He was appointed Assistant-Grand 
Pursuivant in the Grand Lodge of Fngland, in 1891, and Grand Paorsuivant in 
1892. He was also a founder and the first M.E.Z. of Montefiore Chapter 
in 1889, and was appointed A.G.D.C. of the Grand Chapter of England in 
1893. Mr. Abraham was also P.M. and P.Z. of Joppa Lodge and Chapter. 

Mr. Abraham lived in retirement with his nephew, Mr. Herbert 
Abraham, at 149, Sutherland Avenne. His late wife was a Miss Van 
Noorden, aunt of Mr. Alfred Van Noomen; a Director of the Royal Car) 
Rosa Opera Company. Mr. Abraham leaves a son, Mr. Victor Abraham, 
and danghters.

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH 
DR. BORIS D. BOGEN. 


R. BORIS D. BOGEN, who has been representing in Poland 
the American Jewish Distribution Committee, was in 
London ‘a few days ago, and he told a representative of the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE of the appalling conditions that prevail 

\n Poland. | 
“The people are on the verge of utter starvation. Disease is 
vampant and chaos is over all. There are not merely pogroms in 
Poland,” said Dr, Bogen. “There is 
one continuous, unceasing, unrelenting 
pogrom, morning, noon, and nighf. 
The lives of our people are truly made 
bitter. Insult and calumny are 
constantly being heaped upon them 
merely because they are Jews. Itisa 
state of affairs so terrible that it is 
difficult to see what is coming out of it 
or what can be done in order to mitigate 
it. The whole press of Poland is down 
on the Jew, and the populace takes its 
cue from the press. What our people 
in Poland would have done,” said Dr, 
Bogen, “without the work of the

they have not saved the situation they 
have done something to save some of the people. : 

“You may judge the state of affairs there when I tell you that 
our Association, through the inter-allied Commission for Children's 
Relief, isproviding food for three hundred thousand Jewish children 
day by day. There are as many as a millions souls that are dependent 
for their food upon this inter national charity. The country is 
drained, and seems to have had every ounce of energy squeezed 
out of it. 

“My object, however, is to organise, now that the winter is 
coming .on, clothing for these poor children. The Inter-Allied 
Committee is arranging for the provision of clothing for some 
two hundred thousand, and we ought to provide for fifty thou- 
sand of our Jewish children. And what I am specially anxious 
for is that we shall by means of the English organisation 
receive a sufficient grant to enable us to clothe these poor little 
ones. The Government will help us if the Jewish organisations here 
in England will make us the necessary grant. But let me just say 
in conclusion,” said Dr, Bogen, “—and I have only a few moments to 
talk, for this visit of mine is a flying visit—that no one who has not 
seen Poland as it is can have the remotest conception of the real 
state of affairs there. How it is all going to end, God knows! All 
we can do—and the most we can do—is to go on helping, helping, 
helping, until conditions so alter as to give the poor people a chance 
of helping themselves.”

SOME SUCCOTH REFLECTIONS. 


“ Ye shall dwell in booths seven days, that your generations may know that T 
made the children of Israel to dwell-in booths when I brought them out of the land of 
rriii., 42, 43. 

I 


The celebration of Succoth recalis our thoughts to the time when we 
were purely and simply an agricultural people. Then our ancestors lived 
on the soil, and their entire welfare was bound up with its prosperity. 
The whole life of the nation was interpenetrated with the idea that to 
cultivate the ground or to rear cattle was to be their chief, all but their 
exclusive, employment. Not only were the founders of our race shep- 
herds and planters, so also were their judges, kings, and prophets, who, 
to follow their new calling, often quitted the herd orthe plough. All their 
legislation—political,/civil, and religious—was founded upon an agri- 
cleat basis. Interest is condemned by the social economics of the 
Pentateuch. Sacrifices hed to be offered in the Temple, and they were 
procured from the pasture and the fields. More than a third of the 
ordinances that fill the Pentateuch deal with subjects of vital concern 
to the tiller of the soil. Poetry borrowed its symbols and eloquence and 
metaphors from the farmer's life. When the prophet wished to paint the 
future in colours of peace and plenty, he knew no other way-.to press 
home his vision than by predicting a time when everyone should rest under 
his own vine and his own fig-tree; when nations should beat their swords 
into ploughshares and their spears into pruning-hooks. Material blessing 
expressed itself in such words as these !—‘‘God give thee of the dew of 
heaven and the fatness of the earth; and plenty of corn and wine;” 
“ Blessed shall be the fruit of thy ground and the fruit of thy cattle, 
blessed thy basket and thy kneading-trough.” Even at a later period 
Josephus could say: “As for us, we do not delight in merchandise, but 
having a fruitful country for our habitation, we take pains in cultivating 
that only.” One-sixth of the material of the Mishna is exclusively devoted 
to the elucidation of laws relating to agriculture. 


If, 


But a time came when the energies of our people were forced by the 
pressure of crue! circumstances into other channels of activity. That it 
is not our fault.but our misfortune that we have become traders and 
financiers, this feast that we are celebrating this week has survived to 
testify. It is a base calumny against our people to assert: “The Jew by 
nature and by religion has a streng, an irrepressible bias against handling 
the plough—he is a merchant dealing in money; vampire-like, sucking 
the blood of his victims—the nations that, in a weak moment of theirs, 
prompted—by a mistaken humanity of theirs, allowed him to tarry in 
the midst of them and to strike the roots of his Upas tree into their very 
soil.” We have ccased to be a nation of farmers because till recent times 
we were violently divorced from the land. The oppressive legislation of 
Church and State forbade us to own the land, even to till the soil. To- 
day, when conditions have become more favourable, and Israel's ancient 
homeland is inviting his return, we can render our people no better service 
than by helping to revive the agricultural prosperity of Palestine. Now 
at length, after an interval of many centuries, Succoth has a very real 
and practical significance for us. If hitherto it has represented nothing 
more than a pathetic longing for the restoration of our past glories, if it 
merely symbolised the spirit of hope which our religion has taught 
us never to abandon, to-day it stands for a near realisation of hopes 
which the gloomiest outlook has never been able to quench. 
Recent events have given a new significance to the ancient benediction in 
which we bless God “for the sustenance and the nourishment, the vine 
and the fruit of the vine, for the produce of the fleld, for the desirable 
good and ample land, which thou wast pleased to give as a heritage to our 
fathers, that they might eat of its fruits and be satisfied with its 
goodness.” 


The Succah is a hastily-constructed shelter. [tf admonishes us that 
no man on earth is more than a pilgrim. At the same time, by the free 
access which it affords to light and air, it reminds us that the spirit of 
Judaism is progressive. This is a truth not sufficiently recognised ciftier 
by the world at large or by Jews themselves. Why otherwise are many 
Jews indifferent to Judaism’s appeal? That persons should be in- 
differant who have no higher view of life than pleasure, who have 
no standard of well-being .abave . that of material’ possessions, is 
natural. - But it is not always among materialists that those are 
to be found who deny to Judaism to-day the right to be. That men 
who grovel in the dust cannot understand the poetry and moral potency 
of centuries of martyrdom stands to reason. If dustband dross, gold and 
glamour of earthly glory, constitute the sum and substance of human life, 
why should they refuse to yield when the world offers gold with the one 
hand,and with the other threatens to strike down those who refuse the 
bribe? But if there is more in life than what is made up of dust and 
dross, if there is a higher glory than that which is reflected from shining 
gold, if the Israelite of to-day can truly declare with the Psalmist of old: 
“ Thou hast put yoy i: my heart grcater than when their corn and wine 
are multiplicd "—then Judaism offers a something to its votaries which no 
material possessions and honours can purchase. The Succah—first erected 
in the open desert—is emblematical of freedom. It invites the ingress 
and egress of air, it courts and covets light. We have no trammels or 
dogmas in Jewish religious thought. Each one of us can think out his 
highest problems as he chooses. Thought is free in Judaism; no synod 
has ever dictated. to us what we shall believe as Jews. Therefore the 
spiritual synagogue -was always a Succah, a temporary construction— 
wwii. The Israelite must be ever ready, like his fathers, to break 
camp and move onward,

-And Succoth symbolises many other profound ethical ideas. The life 
of the hasbandman, of which the Four Species so eloquently remind us, 
what docs it teach us? It teaches us that all man can do is to perform 
his duty, and that reward, or the withholding of reward, cannot affect 
him, because this must be left to a Power higher than his, to a Will wiser 
than his owu. The husbandman may plough and plant; he places the 
seed in the keeping of mother earth; but whether the seed so deposited 
will sprout into fruit, he knoweth not. The heavens must co-operate with 
him, the sun must be his ally, the dews of the night and the rains of the 
day-time must come to his aid in proper measure. He may work and 
work, but if the skies be leaden or weep too copiously, his labour is in 
vain. Thus his life teaches him dependence and trust in a Higher Power. 
It has Ofteri been observed that farmers are more religious than other 
people, and the reason is not far to seek. In the pursuit of agriculture 
thefe is an element of faith whiclr inclines the mind to religious belief. 
Religion teaches us all what the farmer's experience daily confirms—that

THE VALUE OF JEWISH CEREMONIAL. 


BY THE Rev. I. LIVINGSTONE. 


The Jewish Festivals are all more or less festivals of symbols. The 
distinctive ceremonial of Rosh Hashanah and Yom Kippur is to be seen 
for the most part in the synagogue ritual for those days. The symbolism 
of Passover centres round the home observances of the Seder. On 
Shebuoth there is a symbolism suggested by the floral decorations of the 
synagogue. But Tabernacles is a Festival of both synagogue ceremonial 
and home ceremonial. 

The picturesque waving of the Four Plants, and the actual erection of 
a frail booth in which to take our meals, combine to make Succoth a 
Festival of Jewish Symbolism for both home and synagogue. It is a 
Festival, therefore, on which it is fitting to reflect on the value of Jewish 
ceremonial. 

We are often: told—particularly by the “Liberal” Jew—that 
“ orthodox * Judaism attaches too much importance to ceremonial observ- 
ances. The files of the JEWISH CHRONICLE during the period of the war 
contain many an utterance in regard to “Judaism after the War,” fore- 
telling that when “the boys” returned home they would demand a new 
Judaism in which ceremony would hold hardly any place at all. Many of 
those who hold this view admitted that they recognised the beanty of 
ancient Jewish ceremonial. But they seemed at the same time to suggest 
that the symbolic observances could be dispensed with without much 
harm —that in fact Judaiem would be all the better if the bulk of Jewish 
observances were done away with, and the remaining few given an 
entirely new interpretation and application. 

' There were, however, some who, on the other hand, held an opposite 
view, and were convinced that the war had awakened in many a far 
greater love for the old Judaism with its picturesque emblems and 
symbolic rites—a greater love and a more real appreciation than they 
were aware of in pre-war days. 

It is more likely than not that the war has had no appreciable effect 
whatever in cither direction. But what merits some consideration is the 
feeling that the holders of the former view scemed to regard with intense 
satisfaction the possibility that ritual miight sink into the background 
They as much as told us that if forms and ceremonics were combed out 
from Judaism the result would be an intensified spirituality. 

According to their view ritual and ceremonial were nothing more than 
withered and dead leaves, and that if these were not cut away another 
tree would be sought—nominal Jews would drift into other religions. The 
ecremonial observances of Judaism are—so we are asked to believe— 
meaningless trappings, obsolete and outworn stumbling-blocks, a hind- 
rance rather than otherwise to the true progress of the Jewish faith. The 
propagandists of this view |\were moreover fond of contrasting the ritua 
ordinances of the Pen‘s.teuch and their Rabbinic developments with

preached by the prophets. They were fond of pointing out, too, that 
attachment to ceremonial observances was often accompanied by, and 
was perhaps evcn conducive to, an absence of true religious earnestness. 

if that is really a fact, then one might conclude that the truest sign 
But surely this is nog 
the case. Why, one of the foremost “ Liberal” Jews—Mr. Claude Monte- 
fiore—-himself belies such a suggestion. However keenly he may feel that 
too meh concentration upon the ceremonial instead of upon the moral 


and religious aspects of religion is an evil from which Judaism will

it is for man to do his part, but whether his work will succeed or no’ 
depends on a loftier wisdom and purpose than his. And thus Succoth 
proclaims the thought that we have to do our duty hopefully and man- 
fully. Uf we fail, we have failed in a good cause. God knows and takes 
note of our sacrifices. The farmer's occupation, moreover, teaches us 
that man does not work for himself alone. Upon his labours depend the 
health and life of others. He produces more than he needs for his own 
consumption, and the residue goes to feed the population. But like the 
farmer, though in a less conspicuous fashion, everyone works, or should 
work, for others than himself. Everyone is responsible for the health 
and life of his fellows. If there isa difference between a profession and 
a business, it is that in the former the acquisition of wealth is secondary 
to larger and higher considerations. The chief reward of professional 
life is the swoet knowledge that, while satisfying one’s own needs, one is 
working for others. But this same thought for others ought to permeate 
all occupations, and in so far as it does, it obliterates the distinction 
between callings. All are equally honourabliec._ 
V. 

Finally, the Succah reminds us of our whole life, in which there is 
more shade than sunshine—IN-ND AIVW What is our body but a 
Succah, in which we dwell for seven decades. To-morrow, when we 
receive the summons: “ Leave your temporary abode for a more permanent 
NVI) "NW KY, the Succah will be broken and the 
grave will cover our mortality. What is our wealth but the ornaments of 
this Saccah? The richest man desc-nds into the grave as does the poorest ; 
he cannot take his ornaments along with him. But there is something 
left when the Succah is broken up. 
he leaves behind hinn that which is more precious than gold—a good rame 
and a shining example. Let those who possess much, whom God has 
blessed with a rich harvest, do much for the uplifting of those who 
have not been equally blessed. Let them write their names in 
the hearts of their fellow-men, who will hold them up in grateful 
remembrance when they go hence for the good they have 
wrought in their time. Each of us can make his whole life a 
Succoth festival by the hospitality he extends to the stranger, the Levite, 
and the dependent. And when he goes forth to meet the great harvester, 
Death, he will have left behind him a world which has been made richer 
by his activity— “WSR VR" ©5593) To live as a Jewis to live such alife; 
a life of beneficence like that of the farmer, a life of trustfulness and 
rope, a simple life-of service which will receive its reward, if not here, in 
the great hereafter, towards which we are all journeying.

If his life is rich in fruits of service, . 


seriously suffer, he admits (in his “Outlines of Liberal Judaism ”) that 
though outward conformity docs sometimes go together with an absence 
of the spirit of religion, it istquite possible to combine the most careful 
observation of the entire Law [and its Rabbinic developments: with the 
most beautiful spirituality. A passion for righteousness and a constant 
sense of the divine presence may, he says, be combined with a delighted 
fulfilment of ‘every minute Sabbatical and dietary enactment. “Upon 
the whole, the two have-gone together well, and excclient characters 
spiritual, strong and humble, have been the product of the Law. More- 
over, it must bo remembered that Being cannot be produced except by 
Doing : to be good you must begin, as you will also end, by doing good.” 
(Chapter xv., p. 218). 

if ceremonialism has on the whole produced spiritually excellent 
characters, it can hardly be so valueless as some moderns would have 
us believe. As the same writer explains in a subsequent chapter, there 
are four objects which religious forms serve—‘ to maintain and strengthen 
the inward religious life. ... . to provide the vehicle for the expression of 
religious thought and religious feeling. .. . the maintenance of a bond 
with the past. ... the maintenance of a visible conrtctiom with 
all Jews all over the world "—objects the preservation of which demands 
from human beings at any rate outward forms and ceremonies. Religious 
ideas, religious thoughts, religious emotions, can only be held together by 
real activity and interest which must be manHestedin Cistinct ceremonial 
acts. These external forms, as one thinker puts it, have given Judaism 
““a mould capable of resistance,” and it is certainly the body of Jewish 
ceremonial Law that has contributed very largely indoed ae [sracl’s con- 
tinued existence. 

The ceremonies.connected with Succoth arc a good illustration of the 
two-fold value of Jewish ceremonia!l—the historical and the spiritual. The 
erection of a Succah and the use of it as a temporary dwelling. place is 4 
valuable aid to the fostering of the historic consciousness. It is sugges- 
tive, too, of a number of spiritual lessons, which naturally form the sub- 
ject of appropriate pulpit themes for the festival. The obscrvance of so 
vivid a symbol of divine guidance and protection may well strengthen our 
confidence and trust, our humility and our gratitude, our patience and 
our faith. It may well assure cach one of us that “He concealeth me in 
His pavilion in the day of evil; He hideth me in the covert of His tent” 
(Psalm xxvii., 5). Looking at the Succah again 53 another point of 
view, we may regard the temporary hut (‘SW MN") as a symbol of the 
teinporary halting-place which this world affords—the vestibule in which 
we must prepare ourseives that we may enter in the hall of the world to 
come (Ethics of the Fathers. iv., 21). The leafy roof which cnables us to 
see the sky may, too, suggest thoughts of 

THE ALL-SE 
that notes our every action. 


BEING 
Whilst the remembrance of the simple tent- 


life of our ancestors(Jowish Law enjoins that the Succah must not excecod _ 


twenty cubits in height) and the recollection, for instance, of the daily 
provision of sufficient manna for each one’s needs, may ect us thinking of 
the advisability and the necessity of exercising restraint in the cnjoyment 
of luxuries and cultivaiing more simplicity in our lives. The war condi- 
tions of the past five years have indeed done something to rebuke the 
temper which makes pleasure an aim in life, and i} will be well if the 
social atmosphere continues to discredit extravagince and encourage 
wise economies. 

The laws in connection with the crection of the Succah are full of 
elaborate details. But many of the injunctions Iend themselves, too, to 
suggestive exhortation and moral teaching. Whilst the Succah must, nop 
be too high, it must also be not too low (ten handbreadths is the minimum). 
Looking at the Succah as a symbol of life on carth, we must remember 
that laudable sacrifice does not mean excessive renunciation. We mus; 
have room to breathe. We can and should cultivate the ‘spirit without 
totally denying ourselyes the comfcit cof earthly joys. Nay more, the 
Succah must be beautified with everything of the best. Even the tasticrt 
of dishes are recommended for. the festive board. Judaism docs not 
demand the aveidance of secular enjoyments :— 

Religion does not cenaure or exclude 

Unnumbered pleasures harmlessly pursued. 
Teaching an optimistic view of life, Judaism holds that all that Gca 
created was made for a blessing (Berachoth, 10 b). 

The principle of ‘WU [2 8?) We" is, too, capable of a wide applica- 
tion. To make a proper Succah under the branches of a trec, even if the 
branches provide the necessary shadow, onc must do some actual work. 
Each branch of the covering must be raised and laid down expressly for the 
sake of the Succah.. We taik sometimes of the non-attractivencss of the 
Synagogue services. But while there is decidelly room for many 
improvements in this direction, it is also true tliat what the worshipper 
receives from the Synagogue depends to a great extent on the enthusiasm 
which he brings to the Synagogue. What the Synagogue will do for ug 
depends on what we do for the Synagogue. And there is an obvious 
application of the same principle to the larger sphere of communal! and 
national life, which need not be elaborated, 

The use of the O°" “VAIN during the Halle! and the Boshanietth may 
seem to some to be a yalueless and meaningless ceremonial, but many of 
the poetic interpretations which have gathere:| around these four plants 


are icligiously valuable and helpfal. In tho Midrash (Vayikrah Rabba, 


Chap. 30) we read that according to one idea the four species all call — 


4? mind Bible expressions referring to God. “The fruit of goodly trecs” 
(hadar) is suggestive of the glory and majesty (hadar) of God (Psalm civ. i), 
“Branches of palm trees” suggests the verse in Psalm xcii: “Tho 
righ'eous (t.¢e., those who strive to imitate the standard cf God's 
1ighte »sifess) shal) flourish as the palm tree.” The myrtie isa reminder 
of * the angel of the Lord that stood among the myrtle-trees ” (Zechariah, t, 
11); whilst the use of the araboth (willows) suggests that praise shonid be 
given to “ Him that rideth apon the skies (araboth)” (Psalm Ixviii., 5). 
Another interpretation makes the four species reminisceut of the good 
d eds of Abraham, Isaac, Jacob, and Joseph. The point of connection in 
regard to the first is, that “Abraham was old, well-stricken in age.” 
(Genesis xxiy., 1) and that we are bidden to honour Ss riah) the face: 
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ofthe old man (Leviticus xix., 32). The word for “the branches (M55) 
ef the palm tree,” being similar in spelling to MES (=)PP, bound), is a 
seminder of 
THE BINDING OF ISAAC 

on the altar. The boughs of thick trees suggest a comparison between 
the myrtle filled with leaves and Jacob surrounded with sons; whilst the 
willow which fades before the other three plants reminds us of Joseph 
who died before his brethren. 

Another Midrashic explanation connects the four plants with Sarah, 
Rebekah, Rachel, and Leah. The Lulab, which has taste but is also 
possessed of sword-like leaves, is compared to Rebekah, the mother of 
Both Jacob and Esau; while the comparison with Sarah, Rachel and 
Leah is similar to the illusions to Abraham, Joseph, and Jacob respectively: 

The four species are also suggestive of the Sanhedrin, with the 
scholars, disciples, and scribes attached to it. The members of the 
Sanhedrin being men deserving of “ honour,” the connection with hada?’ 
is again noticeable (there is, too, a similarity in spelling in the main part 
of the very word j)772D), The branches of palm-trees (called MD on 
account of their bent or curved form) represent the scholars bending over 
their books in the course of their studies. The myrtle, with its triple 
verticil, typifies the three rows of disciples in the academy, and the pair 
ef willow twigs represent the two secretaries of the Sanhedrin. 

Interesting, too, is the idea which regards the four speciegas symbolic 
ef the four divisions into which the people of Israel may bedivided. The 
eitron, Which has both a pleasant taste and a delicious fragrance, repre- 
sents those who are both learned and pious. The Lulab, which bas taste 
but no fragrance, is typical of those who are learned but not pious. The 
myrtle, which is fragrant but lacks taste, is like those who are pious but 
not learned; whilst the willows of the brook, which have neither taste 
nor fragrance, represent those who are neither pious nor learned. But 
éach class, continues the Midrash, has a value in God's scheme of life, 
provided that all co-operate in friendly union. 

A further symbolism pictures the shapely citron as representing 
ehildhood ; the graceful myrtle as typifying youth ; the upright palm tree 
as symbolic of the majesty of manhood; and the drooping willow asa 
picture of old age, And with the Psalmist we might say, 

Both young men and maidens, 
Old men and children, 
| Let them praise the name of the’ Lord. 

The Four Plants have also been compared to the “ Four Elements” 
ef the Greeks—air, water, fire, and earth: The palm tree, raising its 
head to heaven, represents Air; the willow of the brook naturally 
suggests Water; the yellow citron resembles the flame of Fire; and 
the low-growing myrtle is the Earth. 

The varied interpretations of the Four Plants indicate clearly that 
there is a deep symbolical significance in all Jewish observances. The 
ceremonies of Judaism are all characterised by a deep spirituality and 
associated with beautiful thoughts, and the truly observant are those to 
whom the ceremonies convey 

THEIR UNDERLYING SYMBOLISM, 

Who can say that the citron is meaningless to the worshipper who sees in 
itthe emblem of the heart, which must be without blemish, and thinks 
of the whole-hearted service of the heart that is demanded of him—or to 
him whoseesinthe straight and upright Lulab the symbol of the firmness, 
the grit, the backbone that the Jew should maintain in the prosecution 
ef his task, a firmness which, like the Lulab, must be unbroken? To 
those who can be impressed with a poetic interpretation—and ceremonial 
is the poetry of Religion—the eye-shaped leaves of the myrtle become a 
reminder that “ the eyes of the Lord are in every place” (Proverbs, xv., 3) 
and that the commandments of God are pure, enlightening the eves 
(Psalm xix.,%!}; whilst the labiate leaves of the willow may suggest the 
form of the lips wherewith we express in prayer the thoughts of the 
mind. 

it is, unfortunately, true that ceremonials are often perfunctorily 
observed. But thatis no argument in favour of their abolition. In the 
Chief Rabbi's “* Book of Jewish Thonghts ” there is a tine excerpt from the 
pen of Dr. M. Jung, which well merits reproduction. “It is the greatest 
mistake,’ he well says, “based onan entire misunderstanding of homan 
Bature, to assume that men are capable of hving in a world of ideas only. 
and can dispense with symbols that should embody these ideas and give 
them tangibility and visible form.” . . . These ritual precepts “have 
contributed more effectively to preserve and to further the morality of 

ur people than have all the scientific books on ethics written by our 
Feligious men” (pp. 200-201). 

“Jews at heart” we should be by all means. But we must give open 
@xpression to our Judaism by carrying out in our homes and elsewhere 
those time-honoured Jewish ceremonies which are rich with poetic beauty. 
Let us hope that the boys who have come home, and, tow, those who come 
after them, will demand—not a reconstructed Judaism, but the Judaisi 
ef their fathers, the Judaism in which ceremony and symbolism will 
reeeive the honoured place that they deserve— pictures«pue emblems help- 
ing to preserve the undying faith of an eternal people.

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RELIGION AND HUMILITY. 


THE REV. ISIDORE HARRIS ON 
“THE MATERIALISM OF THE PROSPEROUS ISRAELITE,”’ 


TAKING as his text the 15th verse of the 57th chapter of Isaiah, the Rev. 
Isidore Harris, preaching at the West London Synagogue on the Day of 
Atonement, remarked -upon the: irreligion that springs from a lack of 
humility and the cultivation of inordinate self-opinion. “The prophet,” 
said Mr. Harris, “ perceived this. It is the underlying thought of Isaiah's 
homily—from its opening words, which speak of the removal of the 
stumbling block of pride out of the way:of God's people, down to its 
closing reference to the honouring of God's Sabbath.” “ Humility,” declared 
the preacher, “ lies at the heart of true religion.” ‘ What do we mean by 
humility?” he exclaimed. “We mean a deep sense of dependence upon 
a higher Power. The humble man is not satisfied to compare himself 
with other men, to whom he may possibly be superior. He has another 
standard of comparison. He measures himself against the Divine Power 
and Excellence and from this standard he falls immeasurably short. He 
realises that he is as nothing compared with the greatness of God, and when 
he examines his supposed virtues in the pure light of Divine Holiness, he 
sees himself destitute of merit. full of failings and frailities.” 

“ The recognition of these facts,” declared Mr. Harris,“ is but another 
name. for Religion. Truly a humble man is necessarily a religious man. 
Conversely, the absence of religion results from the indulgence of pride. 
A proud person is so self-satisfied that he feels he can do without religion. 
Practically, he resolves to live his life independent of God. In effect, he 
declares he owes respect to no-one and to nothing but himself.” 

“ Pride and prosperity,” observed the preacher, “often ride in harness; 
and thus it is that among the prosperous classes the absence of religion is 
most notable. It is the suecessfal man who, in the language of 
Deuteronomy, is most inclined to forget God and to say: My power and 
the might of my hand have gotten me all this.” 

That is why {he continued } we have so much occasion in these days to deplore 
the matermilism of the prosperous Israelite. Thisisa phenomenon too self-evident 
to escape notice. We know what good cause it has given to our detractors to speak 
of Jewish assertiveness in the various walks of life. There is a type of Jew who 
loves to flaunt his wealth in the sight of others, and who is to no small extent 
responsible for the anti-Semitism which has grown up in modern times. 

But I am more concerned to-day to note how the pride of prosperity manf?- 
fests itself in the Jewish attitude to Religion—in the loss of interest of the 
wealthy and upper classes in congregational and communal affairs, in the decline 
among them of Jewish culture, in the growth of mixed marriages, and in the 
tendency generally to assimilation which is slowly sapping the lhfe-blood of the 
community. Asin the days of old, it may be said of cur people—we read the 
very words last week—*' Jeshurun waxed fat, he grew thick, he became gross, 


and he forsook God who made him, and contemned the rock of his salvation.”’ 


And in viving thought to such matters one cannot help contrasting the 
condition of the synagogue to-day with its emptiness on ordinary occasions. It 
is a sorrowful fact that the majority of flenrishing Jews ignore their place of 
worship for the greater part of the year; while a growing number appear to 
have no use at all for the synagogue except on otcasions of marriages and 
obsequies. Lf one could penetrate the sai of these people and discover the 
reason of their peculiar attitude, one would find that they are lacking in 
humility. I donot think Iam using the language of exaggeration when I say 
that they condescend to pay an annual or biennial visit to the house of prayer, 
but they are «o well-off, so highly placed, so intellectually or socially eminent, 
that they feel they can afford to dispense with religion. [It 1s almost unthinkable 
that they should be expected to put themselves to the trouble of join- 
ing in regular public worship. Such things are all very well for the poor and 
the ignorant; they are intended for insignificant people who have nothing better 
to do. 

Of course, there are exceptions. I have in mind many good Jews and 
Jewesses, devoted members of this and other congregations, who set a very 
different example. Their piety is distinguished. Distinguished as they are in 
various walks of life, they are.no less conspicuous m their attachment to their 
inherited faith. They are not tempted by position or wealth to turn their backs 
upon the synagogue.. In all that relates to the fulfilment of their religious 
duties they preserve the heart ofa child. They serve to illustrate the truth that 
the first test of real greatness is humility. Was not Moses the meekest of men? 


“Many people,’ continued Mr, Harris, “excuse themselves from the 
duty of attending public worship on the ground that the service does not 
appeal to them. This very criticalmess on their part argues a want of 
humility. Ina better frame of mind, they would feel the need of regular 
communion with their Maker and regular instruction in the exalted truths 
of the Jewish faith. On every page of the Jewish ritual and Bible, they 
would discover scnicthing that touches their daily lives to finer issues, 
Like other lapses from religious observance,” remarked the preacher, 
“the failure to honour the Sabbath arises in most cases from a lack of 
proper, reasonable humility. In honouring the Sabbath, we express our 
dependence on Almighty God. We openly acknowledge Him as the 
Creator and Disposer of our lives, to whom time and all else belong, 
When we openly desecrate the Sabbath, when we despise it and deride it, 
we substitute pride for humility, and show ourselves woefully arrogant and 
self-sufficient.” 


A Jewish Arts and Crafts Exhibition.

S1rR,— I am desirous of starting a new movement for an exhibition of 
Jewish Arts and Crafts. We hear so much of Jewish art and know that 
many prominent lights in the art-world and great contemporary craftsmen 
are our coreligionists, but they are scattered and hence comparatively 
jost to us. They seem to have no common centre, no acknowledged 
institution for a conglomerate expression of “the soul of our. people.” 
If the experiment proved successful, it-might beeome an annual institu- 
tion, in fact a Jewish Academy, which would help, not alone to excite 
the respect of the general British public for Jewish art, but also to focus 
the attention of our community upon its own talentand encourage Jewish 
buyers to assist their national art, the work of their race by blood, faith, 
and profession. Cases for silver work, mimiatures, carvings, book bindings, 
even the scores of Jewish composers, the books of Jewish authors, 
would be displayed, and an. accurate record of our yearly output 
preserved for posterity. 

I only hope that all in sympathy will come forward. I want workers 
and artists as well as communal leaders. I rely on responses by letter to 
the above address only, as I am extremely occupied. If this response 
proves satisfactory. | hope to arrange a meeting to discuss the matter, 
and will inform all the applicants and synipathisers generally, 

It is a duty we have long foregone, while the fraternity of art would 
become established amongst us at last-—ajfraternity which should be as 
strong and enduring as the Hosts of Heaven, | 
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The Covering of the Head. 


From Professor Dr. GOTTHARD DEUTSCH, Cincinnati, O. 
{To THE Eprror.} 

_Str,—In your issue of August 8th, Dr. A. 8. Yahuda defends his 
speaking Hebrew with uncovered head against the strictures made by 
Dayan Lazarus, on the ground that the meeting was not a religious service, 
and that he delivered a “ lecture from a purely scientific point Of view.” He 
quotes in his support a “pious rabbi in Jerusalem,” who ruled that 
inasmuch as “ the covering of the head is a religious ceremony it would be 
a profanation if it were observed while speaking of profane (I suppose 
secular is meant) matters.” 

In the same issue “ E. Carmel” sides with Dr. Yahuda, and quotes the 
Norse Gaon for the assertion that “only prayers are prohibited without a 

at.” 

Permit me to state that the Torah which went forth from Zion rests 
on an error, and that Elijah of Vilna, as happened to him very often, was 
misquoted, | 

The subject itself is, as I believe, exhaustively treated in my article 
on “ Bareheadedness” in the ‘Jewish Encyclopedia,” although I have 
since collected a hundred or more curiosities bearing on the question, of 
which I shall give a few specimens. The main point is that covering the 
head is not a religious ceremony, but an attitude of decorum from the 
point of view of the Oriental which naturally is in place in the house of 
God or at a religious ceremony, but in itself the baring of the head on 
such occasions is no more a violation of a religious law than removing the 
shirt collar and the necktie would be. Dr. Yahuda's citation of the silk 
hat is a case in point. The Tallith is another. The Oriental burnous, the 
gala dress of our ancestors, discarded by their occidental descendants 
in daily life, became a religious dpty in the synagogue. I hasten to add, 
in order to avoid misunderstanding, that this does not refer tothe Tzitzith. 
There is no need of repeating the quotations in the “Jewish Encyclopedia,” 
but | wish to emphasise again the opinion of Solomon Luria (c. 1500-1573) 
in his Responsa, No. 72, quoted by a genuine Palestinian rabbi, Hayyim 
Hozekiah Medini+(1833-1903), the greatest Halakic authority of modern 
times, in his WO" MW Vol. I., p. 159-160, Warsaw, 1896, where he declares 
that there is absolutely no prohibition against praying with uncovered 
head, although from a practical view-point he is, of course, strongly 
against it. 

“Is. Carmel's” quotation from Elijah of Vilna is absolutely wrong. The 
Gaon actually says in his notes to Orah Hayyim, VLIII., 3, quoted in 
Jew. Ene., IL., 532b, that contrary to the opinion of David Halevi the 


_ uncovering of the head is not “Hukkat Ha-Goyim,” but a matter of 


propriety. It is merely a fact, as the case of the Tallith shows, that when 
a custom disappears in secular life it still retains its sentimental appeal 
in religious practice. So when the practice of covering the Jead had 
disappeared as a matter of social propriety in daily life, it still 
retained its force in religious acts. So our western (European 
and American) orthodox became “reformed” in their daily life. A 
Budapest correspondent to Der Israelit (1902, p. 904) complains 
that in his city religious instruction is given while the pupils are bare- 
headed, and calls this practice a “himmelischreiende Chilul Hashem.” 
The orthodox Morning Journal (Yiddish) of New York is milder. It 
declares that to teach Hebrew bareheaded is “a Schande fur a heilige 
Sprach zu machen ihr so wochedig” (February 10th, 1916, p. 2). The 
Liberal Day of the same city, which was put on the index by the orthodox 
Rabbinate for issuing an edition on Sabbath, is milder. It declares (July 
7th, 1918, p. 6) “dem idischen Minhag fun trogen a Hitel -positiv 
nit kein “20 aber ..a Zeichen fun idischen 1337 Your own 
contributor, Herbert Loewe (JEWISH CHRONICLE, March 6th, 1912, p. 38), 
shocked when he saw in the Hebrew “Gymnasium” of Jaffa the Bible 
taught without hat, declared that it meant “to degrade the Bible to the 
level of a purely human book.” 

Proceeding from the sentiment that requires no argument to the reason 
given for the traditional Jewish practice, it is amusing to observe the 
varicty of symbolisations at which the plain oriental Jew, who covered his 
head for the same reason for which we bare it, would certainly marvel. 
The anonymous writer of an open letter addressed to Abraham Geiger in 
1846 believes that the Jews feel they are on such intimate terms with the 
Alhnighty that he does not stand on any ceremony with them (Orient, Litera- 
turblatt, VIT, 388) M. G. Montefiore (1857-1895), Hazan in Paris, believes 
the covering of the head is meant to express the idea that we arc a nation 
of priests, and therefore we cover our heads as the priests in the Temple 
of Jerusalem covered theirs. (Vessillo Israelitico, 1886, 123-125). It would 
certainly be inconvenient, were we to imitate them also in other respects 
and bare our feet, as indeed the Karaites and Yemenites do. The idea 
that if was a higher duty to cover the head during a religious ceremony 
did however not originate in opposition to the Reform movement. 
Aaron Mendel, a Polish Jew who ‘verted to~ Christianity and 
adopted the name of Carl Christlieb, consented to divorce his 
wife. At the ceremony which took place in Weikersheim, Wurtemberg, 
1758, he was ordered to cover his head. He consented, with the reserva- 
tion that this was the last time that he would cover his head ata religious 
ceremony. (Blatter fiir Jid. Gesch. u. Lifer. TV., p. 183). May I be 
permitted to add, in passing, that the discussion of similar questions in 


divorce from a husband or from a wife who became apostates, fills a large | 


part of our Responsa literature from the time of the Geonim, which my 
anonymous critic, who some years ago claimed that reform leads to 
apostacy, may kindly notice. The practice to cover the head cannot have 
been always general. V. Aptowitzer, in an essay on “Christliche 
Talmudforschung” (Monatsschrift f. G. u.W.d.J., vol. 57, p. 57, 148, 
1913), which is not at my command just now, quotes various cases 
to prove that in Mishnaic times men used to walk bareheaded. The 
author of the commentary on Genesis Rabba, wrongly ascribed to 
Rashi, interprets a corrupt text (Gen. sec. 5, ed. Theodor, p. 32, 
where valuable notes are given), So as to prove that lifting the hat in token 
of respect was common in those days. Indeed, we hear no objection when 
the Jews of Ancona, on a visit of Pope Clement VIIT., in 1593, to the city, 
had to receive him kneeling, “ Senza capello gli italiani e senza turbanti i 
levantini.” (Morpurgo: La Famiglia Morpurgo, p. 34, Padua, 1909). It 
was a little different when about the same time the Duke of Modena 
ordered the Jews to attend a conversionist sermon in a church, and 
demanded, though merely as a tribute due to the sovereign, that they 
remove their hats. For the illustration of the experience in the present 
case, it may be stated that the doctorsdisagreed. Judah Moscato declares 
it permissible, while his colleague, Menahem Avariah da lano, declares 
such a decision a sycophancy. (Ha-Eshkol VII., 202-207, Cracow, 1913). 

It may be stated again that we find a difforence in the attitude at 
religious services, as Moses Isserles, ¢.g., prohibits the study of the Torah 
with uncovered head (Orah Hayyin, sec. 282, 3), and Menahem Azariah 
Meir Castelnuovo (1772-1847), probably the last of the great Italian casuists, 
prohibits the performance of Shechita barcheaded (p. 4a, 
Leghorn, 1840). In general, however, Jewish sentiment was opposed to 
baring the head altogether, as you quoted from an anonymous Yiddish 


pamphlet, published in London, 1791, perhaps by a predecessor of Dayan | 


Lazarus. (JEWISH CHRONICLE, August 30th, 1907, p. 15). 


THE JEWISH “CHRONICLE 


The German physician, Elean Isaac Wolf, pleading for improved 
hygiene in the treatment of children among the Jews (Von dea 
Krankheiten der Juden, Mannheim 1777), demands tight head cover, 
declaring that he does not wish to advise the uncovering of the head of 
infants because of religious scruples. 

This rule was observed in the schools, not only in religious insti uction. 
The Oberlandes-rabbiner Gerson Abraham Chajes, of Moravia, prot sted 
against the introduction of secular education, ordered by Emperor 
Joseph IT., on the ground that the children must not sit bareheaded, and 
the Emperor made the desired concession in a decree of January ilth, 
1782 (Cramer: Gesetzessammilung, No. 55, Prague, 1793. Schram: 
Vaterlaendische Merkwuerdigkeiten, p. 24-25, Brnenn, 1906). The 
Herz Samson Schule of Wolfenbuettel, the foundation of the reformer 
Israel Jacobson, had in its early years the practice that the 
pupils had their heads covered during the secular instruction, while the 
Christian teacher was bareheaded (Orient, Literaturblatt, 1844, p. 71). 
The semi-Meshummad, Jacob Fromer, whose memoirs, “ Vom Ghetto zur 
Modernen Kultur,” Charlottenburg, 1906, created an entirely undeserved 
sensation, tells the story of the woe of a Polish mother when her son 
goes to Germany to study “um dort cin blossképfiger Datsch cin 
Meschummed zu werden" (p. 80). Jacob Emden must also have felt that 
he exposed the religious hypocrisy of his opponent, Jonathan Eybeschuets, 
when he reported that the latter's son, the swindler, Wolf, in his prosper- 
ous days drove in a carriage with his hat on the seat “according to the 
custom of the nations” (APIKN p. Sib, Lemberg, 1877). The first 
modern rabbi of old historic Fuerth, [Isaac Loewi (1803-1873), aroused the 
bitter antagonism of the orthodox who appealed to the Government to 
have him removed from office. One of the connts in their indictment 
was, as Moritz Ellinger, a native of Fuerth (1850-1907), reports, the state. 


ment that Loewi was seen to lean out of his window barehcaded (The 


Menorah, vol. 26, p. 124, 1899). 

The most reliable method of judging sentiment is, in my opinion, the 
study of folklore. Such a story tells us that Samuel Abraham and 
Phineas, printers af Siawuta, Volhynia, were sentenced to run the 
gauntiet. While running, one of them lost his hat, and, in spite of his 
terrible pain, he stopped to pick it up VD, an 
anonymous pamphiet, n.d.n.p., p. 14; see also, Dubnow: History of the 
Jews in Russia, I1., 123-124, Philadelphia, 1918). Similar is the point in a 
beautiful Yiddish song in which a Jewish soldier, sentenced to be beheaded, 
asks that a skull cap be nailed to his head, lest he should be bareheaded 
(Neuzeit, Vienna, 186, p. 55). 

There is one surprising feature in the tenacity with which Jews cling 
to the habit of covering the head, and this is that the women to whom 
this law applied, not mercly as a matter of propriety but as a token of 
modesty have pretty much generally dispensed with it. I venture to say 
that some of the orthodox advocates of the covered head—permit me to 
say in parenthesis that I do not know Dayan Lazarus or his household 
have wives who could not, like Kimhit in the Talmud (Yoma 47a, sec: 
Graetz: Geschichte, Ll, 736, 3d. ed., Schuerer: Gesch. des. Jued. 
Volkes, II, 218,3d. ed.), expect seven sons to become high priests, as was 
Kimhit's reward for never baring her head even in her own home. 

Permit me to say, in conclusion, that i¢ was not my intention to 
advocate any reform, and I will add that I can fully appreciate that, as in 
the case of the Sefer Torah in the place of a printed book, sentiment has 
its elevating effect. The object of this rather lengthy statement is merely 
information VOR AYN? PIN 22 (Yer Kilayim 29b.) 

P.5.—This, whether welcome or not, is my tribute of appreciation of 
the JEWISH CHRONICLE'S courageous Jewish attitude in these trying 
times.—G. D.

CONVENTION OF AMERICAN ZIONISTS. 
DR. NORDAU’S PROGRAMME. 


About three thousand five hundred persons attended the twenty-second | 


Annual Convention of the Zionist Organisation of America, which opened 
An outstanding feature of the 
proceedings was the reading of the following 

MESSAGE FROM DR. NORDAU. 

“1 should render mvself guilty of presumption if I pretended to bring 
home to you the notion of your duty towards the Jewish people at the 
present moment of its history. You are splendidly conscious of it. You 
are luminously aware that you have a crushingly heavy, but glorious, task. 
to fulfil. 

“ The fate of Israel bas willed it that the earthly lot of the greater 


- and better half of our people should be thrown in with Russia and Poland. 
_ These six millions of Jews, in whom our best hopes of the future were 


vested, are now fretting in unspeakable pangs, threatened with ghastly 
dangers, too often a prey of bloodthirsty monsters with vaguely human 


' faces, morally anguished, materially ruined, entirely absorbed with the 


necessity of using all their energy in the defence of their existence and 
Of these six millions of our brothers, we cannot actually expect 
any other effort than that of immediate self-preservation. 

“ Happily, the genius of Israel has so disposed that during these last 
forty years a new Jewry should be bailt up in America, which numbers 
now more than three millions and has developed into the greatest hving 
force within our people. The burden of providing for the future of Israel 
rests now mainly on your shoulders, You are stalwart enough to bear it 
manfully. 

“ England has given us, through the mouth of Mr. Balfour, the promise 
to restore our historic country to us, and to enable us to build up there 
anew the National Home of our people. Almost all the other Powers have 
more or less explicitly approved of this promise. But till now it has 
We must now give it a concrete 
context and a practical meaning. 

“You American Jews command the active sympathies of the noblest 
and best of your Gentile countrymen and the goodwill of your powerful 
Government. Exert now all your influence in order to obtain without 


delay the following concessions: 


1. Palestiné must be respected as an indivisible geographical individuality 
with its traditional frontier. Every pretension of mutilating it in the north or 
the south must be resisted with the utmost energy. 

2. The country must be widely opened to unrestricted Jewish immigration. 
It is a mockery and an offence to say solemnly to us: ‘‘ Palestine is yours,’’ 


' and at the same time to shut its frontiers hermetically and roughly before us. 
| The argument that Palestine cannot at present feed an accrued number of 


inhabitants is no excuse for such a paradoxical treatment. England and the 
other Powers may leave it with us to wrestle with this difficulty. We will ask 
of no outsider alms or help for the maintaining of our new settlers. We will 


_ Organise them and provide for them ourselves. 


3. The Hauran, which is now an empty and barren country where only 
small hordes of nomads roam, who have never tried to begin the slightest work 
of civilisation, must be comprised in the boundaries of Jewish Palestine. We 
will, and we can, conquer for culture. - 

4. All the land in Palestine that has belonged to the late Turkish Govern- 
ment must be made over to thie new occupants, but shall remain the perpetual 
and inalienable property.of the Jewish nation, and proportioned to individual 
occupiers only on a system of a renewable emphytheosts, in accordance with 
our wonderfully prophetic law of Moses of tie Sabbath and the Jubilee Year, 
which Rivadavia, practically in Argentine, and Henry George, theoretically in 
North America, have tried to modernise. 

5. Itis time that the voiee of Israel be lreard, not through the organ of 
self-appointed, however meritorious, spokesmen and leaders, but through the 


mouth of duly elected representatives who can show a formal mandate from , 


the millions of people. Only such legitimate deputies can speak to the world 
with the necessary authority in the name of Israel, in this era of triumphant 
democracy and se!lf«ietermination of creat and small nations. The convocation 
ofa world congress of the Jewish nation ts therefore an urgent and imperative 
necessity, and you American Jews must take this matter im your hand, fix the 
conditions of the polling, the time and the place of the meeting of this assembly, 
which has to be the pomt of departure of the new political existence of the 
old nation of Israel. 

“You American Jews have behaved wonderfally in these horrible 
years of warand ruin. You have given lavishly your millions. You have 
shrunk from no sacrifice. You have realised works of solidarity unparal- 
leled in history. This will be recorded for ever in our annals and remain 
to your eternal glory. But money is not everything. We now ask of you, 
and expect from you, that you will make a new and far more decisive 
effort to act efficiéntly in the direction of the five points 1 venture te sub- 
mit to you. May your work be blessed, and may the date of your Con- 
vention of 1919 become a great date in the history of Israel ! ” 

The greetings of British Zionists were conveyed in a letter from Dr. 
Weizmann. 

Mr. Nathan Strans sent the following message :—— 

“This is the most momentous .epoch in the history of the. Jews. 
It.is net for us merely to survive but to preserve our religious character, 
the spiritual, moral, and ethical forces our fathers bequeathed to us 
and thereby enabled us #6 contribute to the true ideals of America. May there 


result from your deliberations a Jewish commonwealth in Palestine! Established 


with the guiding principle of justiee and the glory of freedom and the happiness 


_ of her citizenship, it must become a radiating centre of light and inspiration for 


all the Jews of the worki.”’ 
CONVENTION PROCEEDINGS. 


Judge HuGo PAM, Ohairmaif of the Local Committee, opened tiie 
Convention. He stated that it was only necessary for the Jews of the 
world—and especially of America—to preserve their unity in order to 
realise their hopes of national existence. Zionist pioneer work had been 
completed. 

The address of Judge JULIAN W. MACK, President of the organisation, 
was inter upted frequently by spontaneous bursts of cheers and shouts. 
When he mentioned the nameé*St Justice Louis D. Brandeis, of the 
United States Supreme Court, who was on the stage, there was 
a great outburst of cheering. “The nationalising of the Jewish 
people,” said Judge Mack, “does not mean the denationalising 
of the American Jew, the English Jew, or the Jew of any 
other nationality. There can be no divided allegiance, and the Jew in 
any country will remain a good citizen of his nation. For there is no 
compulsion upon the Jews to return to Palestine. Only those will go whe 
wish to go. The rest will remain in the countries of their residence, as 
always, good citizens, but witha warm spot of affection for their brethren 
in the land of Biblical promise.” Judge Mack pleaded for unity of effort, 
described events at the Peace Conference, and asserted that the past 
year, with its enrolment of over 150,000 Jews of America in the Zionist 
Movement, proved that nine-tenths of the Jews of America were 


Zionists. 


Reports were received from Mr. Jacob de Haas, Executive Sécretary ; 
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Mr. Louis Lipsky, of New York, Organisation Secretary; and Miss 
Henrietta Szold, Education Secretary. Mr. de Haas, in his report 
referred to the flourishing condition of ‘the movement in America, 
instancing that the funds in swpport of it had increased from 20 per cent. 
to twenty fold for various funds. 

Judge Julian Mack was clecteéd Chairman of the Convention, and 
Dr. Stephen 8. Wise and Mr. Louis Lipsky were elected Vice-Chairmen. 

At a meeting of delegates a vote of confidence in the Administration 
was carried by 288 votes for to 25 against. 

ligures were presented showing that so far during the present year 
three million dollars had been contributed to the Palestine Fund. 

Justice BRANDEIS outlined the programme that was to be carried out 
for the economic development of the land. In the course of his speech 
he said: The political situation is eminently satisfactory. The time for 
political work has now begun. Our first task in Palestine should be to 
carry on the campaign against malaria, whith should precede extensive 
Land should be purchased on a large scale by 
the National Fund, the Zion Commonwealth,.and other land-purchasing 
corporations of the movement. Afforestation is essential to prevent sand 
encroachment and in order to stabilise the rainfall. 16 would also provide 
a supply of timber. A comprehensive scheme of irrigation is necessary. 
Yor these undertakings, as well as for the creation of the Hebrew Univer- 
sity, financial support must be forthcoming. The development of Palestine 
should be at once agricultural, industrial, and commercial. 


JEWISH LIFE IN PALESTINE. 


A large gathering, under the auspices of the English Zionist Federa- 
tion, met last Sunday at Bonn's Hotel. Dr. J. Thon, head of the Pales.- 
tine Office, gave in Hebrew an occount of the internal Jewish organisation 
in Palestine. Dr. J. SONNE presided. 

Mr. Boris GOLDBERG welcomed the guests on behalf of the Executive 
of the Zionist Organisation. 

Dr. THON said that some opponents of Zionism maintained that Jews 
could not live hagnoniously together, seeing that they were so much 
given to bickering, contention, and dissension. The Jewish Community 
now in Palestine exhibited an organised peaceful life, with an absence of 


crime, and that without any external compulsory force. Internal 
autonomy, he proceeded, began with the agricultural  settle- 
ments. The Turkish Government had _ recognised the special 


autonomies of the local Jewish Communities, which for many purposes 
were self-governing bodies. The law was entirely under the administra. 
tion of a locally-elected body, whose function it was also to enter into 
negotiations with the Arabs. Each Jewish settlement kept its property 
registration book in up-to-date style; it was absolutely reliable and had to 
be reckoned with as regards transference of property, sale, or gift, or 
legacy, etc. Dr. Thon touched upon the co-operative life of the settle 
ments, which was seen for instance in the purchase in common by all 
planters of their necessary implements, etc., carried out by committees 
according to fixed arrangements. The towns, on the other hand, did not 
yet possess the same internal organisation as the colonies, although a 
distinction must be drawn between the old towns and the more modern 
ones. These latter approached more closely to the condition of the 
colonies, but they did not yet possess so many points in common which 
should combine the whole town into one single community governed 
by one council, a8 was the case in the colonies. Dr. Thon devoted special 
attention to Jerusalem, its congregations and communal life. Immediately 
after the liberation of Jerusalem, a small gathering of Zionists came 
together in Jerusalem and set to work to unify the whole of the 
city inte one single community under one single administration. 
There were many opponents to such a plan who were of the opinion 
that internal divisions belonged to the ever-lasting scheme of 
things. With the exception of one Ashkenasi community, the majority 
had become united under one single Council which was now growing 
and extending its funcjions in all directions. The lecturer next 
dealt with the arbitration courts. The importance which those courts 
had for Jewish life could be realised from the fury of Djemal Pasha, who 
jooked upon them as seditious bodies and ordered them to be closed before 
the war. They came, however, to life again after the liberation, and now 
there was a whole network of them throughout Palestine, local, provincial, 
and one central court in Jerusalem. ‘The courtsas yet were presided over 
by judges who were elected by the community, and they administered 
justice on the principles of equity and common sense rather than on rigid 
principles of law. But, in course of time more and more legal experts 
would be admitted unfil those courts would become Courts of Law in the 
full sense of the term. 

. Dr. N. TURow, Editor of the Palestine Chadashoth Ha-aretz, addressed 
the meeting on the subject of education in Palestine. 

The Rev. J. K. GOLPBLOOM proposed a vote of thanks to the Chair- 
man and the speakcrs. 

The entire proceedings -were condacted in Hebrew. This was the 
first of a series of Hebrew meetings which the English Zionist Federation 
proposes to organise during the present session.

A report was submitted on the Second Annual Conference of the 
Jewish National Fund Commission for England. A _ resolution was 
adopted thanking the representatives of the Federation for attending the 
Conference.

WARSAW [F.O.C.) 
The Warsaw Orthodox Jewish Organisation, ‘“‘Shleme Emune Yisrael,” 
has despatched a telegram to the Zionist leaders in Paris demanding that 
they should arrive at an understanding with the delegates of the world- 
wide Orthodox Jewish Union, the “ Agudath Yisrael” with regard to the 
future of the Jewish internal administration of Palestine.

administration of the Holy Land shall conform to the principles of the 
Jewish religion. Once this is promised by the Zionist leaders, a definite 
agreement and united action with reference to the Zionist demands in 
Paris is possible. 


CHELSEA SYNAGOGUE.—Dr. J. 5S. Fox, of Liverpool, in the course of 
sermons at this Synagogue, dwelt upon some Hebrew educational and 
national problems. His appeal for the support of the Palestine Restora- 
tion Fund realised over £300 in offerings (including £50 from Councillor

Music and Drama. 


JACOB ADLER AT THE PAVILION THEATRE. 

Mr. Jacob Adler, the celebrated Yiddish actor who arrived last week 
from New York, made his reappearance at the Pavilion Theatre last 
Saturday evening. The theatre was crowded to its utmost 
capacity. The actor, who is by no means a stranger to Yiddish 


audiences in London had an enthusiastic reception. Mr. Adler 
acted in “Elisha ben Abuyah,” a drama in four acta, by the 
late J. Gordin. The play is one of the best, if not the best, 


from the pen ‘of that dramatist. He has woven a powerful drama around 
the figure of the great Rabbi who turned heretic, and was consequently 
excommunicated by his colleagues, the other Rabbis, and was called 
“ Achar” (a different man.) Jacob Adler's presentation of Elisha was an 
artistic triumph. He acted the very difficult réle with wonderful simplicity, 
yet with a vigour worthy of a much younger artist than he is. He 
was throughout the play enthusiastical'y applauded by the appreciative 
and not uncritical audience. Miss Frances Adler as Beate, an outcast of 
society whom Elisha befriends, largely contributed to the success of the 
play by her histrionic powers and polished acting; as did also Miss Stella 
Adier as Naomi, daughter of the heretic Rabbi. All the other roles were 
admirably interpreted by Madame Waxman, Madame Goldstein, and Mr. J. 
Feinberg. Mr. Busatt as Rabbi Mair, Elisha ben Abuyah's faithful 
pupil, played well, though he might have emphasised to a greater extent’ 
the great conflict of soul between his allegiance to the Jewish religion 
and his love and reverence for his former teacher. Mr. Goldstein as 
Tobiat the Poor acted with distinction. Altogether the performance was 
a great success, 

itis rare and refreshing to find a play the essence of which is characteri- 
sation rather than action, and the events of which are morc the logical 
outcome of the personalities concerned than the mere caprice cf fate. 
Such a play is “ Reparation,” the name which Messrs. Gilbert Miller and 
Henry Ainley have chosen for their production of Tolstoi’s “ The Living 
Corpse,” at the St. James's Theatre. For this very reason any attempt 
at sketching briefly the plot must necessarily be both unjust and 
inadequate. Like true drama the dramatic centre is within the minds of 
the characters, while the principal theme is a struggle between good and 
evil, in which, with wonderful dramatic force, good triumphs in a redeem. 
ing act of self-sacrifice on the part of the chief character. Mr. Henry Ainlk y 
deserves all praise for his acting in the part of Fedya, the unfortunate victins 
of his own weakness and honesty, a man burdened with a supersensitive 
and morbid faculty of introspection, an artist “without means of expres 
sion. It might be urged that Mr. Ainley is too direct and deliberate in his 
interpretation of the extremely subtle character of Fedya, but then it is 
very seldom that an actor can so transcend his national limitations as to 
enter into all the details of the complex mental attitude which is typical 
of another race. It is when we see Fedya In the last phases, when he is 
sunken in poverty and misfortune, that Mr. Ainley rises to the height 
of his art, for here he shows us a glimpse of a mighty soul cured by 
suffering of its former egoism and ready for the great tragedy which 
brings the play to an end. . Miss Athene Seylen, in the character of 
Fedya’s wife gives a very realistic interpretation of her part. 
There is no need to add anything further to the fact that Miss Marion 
Terry took the part of the dignified yet kindly and gentle mother, for the 
public are already aware of her perfect mastery of such a role. Mr. fon 
Swinley performs his rather unattractive part with very admirable 
appreciation. We must, in conclusion, praise the really excellent pro- 
ducing which has handicd the subject with such sympathy and care in 
every detail. I.

Mr. DAVID BOMBERG, the famous Jewish futurist painter, is just con- 
cluding a very interesting exhibit of his work at the Galleries, 9, Duke 
Street, Adelphi. The pictures shown are principally drawings, and there 
are very few examples of that extravagant cubism which attracted such 
attention to the artist a few years ago. Mr. Bomberg’s impressionism is 
of a very subtle type, and his drawings linger in the memory and leave a 
curious wistful desire to gaze at them again. He seems to have caught 
the faint impression which memory brings to the mind; we might almost 
call it the presentment of a concept ; something so general yet so definite, 
so comprehensive yet so particular. Thus, when he shows us pictures 
of barges and barge folk, they are nota representation of the impression 
we received when we saw the actual phenomenon, but rather the repro- 
duction of that delicate half-seen vision which floats throngh our minds 
when we think npon the subject, or when the subject ts conjured up for 
ug by the words of a poet. We cannot fail to mention a series of drawings 
entitled “ The Square Floor,” which seem to possess an almost uncanny 
impressiveness. To many, perhaps, these drawings would appear morbid, 
because the impression they produce is very familiar and yet seldom met 
with in art. Mr. Bomberg is a particularly introspective artist, and this 
may suggest the reason why his pictures are so very attractive and so 
sekiom dull. I.
